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SEPAC  HIGHLIGHTS 


SEPAC  began  meeting  at  the  end  of 
July  and  met  every  week  until 
mid-September,  when  it  started 
meeting  every  other  week.  Numerous 
committees  and  groups  of  SEPAC 
members  met  even  more  frequently. 
SEPAC  meetings  are  public,  and 
members  of  the  public  may  address 
SEPAC  with  its  permission. 

In  one  of  its  first  actions,  SEPAC 
voted  to  suspend  demolition  on  all 
buildings  so  that  a  careful  study 
could  be  made.  Only  those  buildings 
that  cannot  be  rehabilitated  for 
housing  would  be  recommended  for 
demolition.  A  survey  of  all  buildings 
scheduled  for  demolition  and  of  all 
vacant  buildings  in  the  South  End  was 


conducted.  Recommendations  were 
made  to  the  BRA  regarding  the 
demolition  or  rehabilitation  of  such 
buildings.  This  project  is  continuing. 

Several  permanent  committees  were 
set  up  to  deal  with  the  major  issues 
of  South  End  urban  renewal.  These 
are  the  Committees  on  Housing; 
Roads,  Public  Works,  and  Utilities; 
Economic  Development;  Parks, 
Recreation,  and  Cultural  Affairs; 
and  Education.  Interested  persons  are 
encouraged  to  work  with  these 
Committees,  whether  or  not  they  are 
SEPAC  members. 

One  of  SEPAC's  major  functions  is 
to  review  all  items  on  the  BRA  Board 


agenda.  Thus  far,  nearly  100  such 
items  have  been  considered.  Some 
difficulty  was  experienced  early  in 
this  procedure  because  SEPAC  was  not 
informed  sufficiently  in  advance  of 
agenda  items  to  make  adequate  review 
or  recommendations.  SEPAC  and  the 
BRA  are  streamlining  procedures  to 
minimize  these  problems. 

SEPAC  recently  approved  the  Infill 
Housing  program  and  obtained  a 
commitment  from  the  Development 
Corporation  of  America  that 
community  participation  will  form 
an  integral  part  of  the  program. 
SEPAC  has  also  reviewed  street 
lighting  plans  for  the  South  End 
and  has  adopted  a  policy  favoring 
residential  street  lighting  on  all  cross 
streets. 

An  important  precedent  in  South 
End  economic  develo(5»nent  was 
achieved  when  the  Atlantic  Richfield 
Company  agreed  to  insure  equal 
employment  opportunities,  to 
maintain  its  proposed  new  station  so 
that  it  would  not  blight  the 
neighborhood,  and  to  give  preference 
to  South  End  applicants  for 
employment,  if  their  qualifications 
equal  those  of  other  applicants. 

SEPAC  has  negotiated  an  agreement 
with  the  BRA  providing  for  a  budget 
and  staff.  Office  space  has  been 
secured  at  the  old  Flower  Market, 
and  editorial  control  of  three-quarters 
of  the  newsletter,  with  greatly 
expanded  circulation,  has  been 
obtained.

MY  FRIEND  THE  POLICEMAN 


Are  you  concerned  about  improving 
police-community  relations?  Mrs. 
Lena  Saunders  is,  and  for  the  past 
four  years  she  has  tried  to  do 
something  about  her  concern  in  a 
program  called  "My  Friend  the 
Policeman."  Operating  out  of 
Norfolk  House  in  Roxbury,  the 
program  currently  involves  Police 
Stations  9,  10,  and  11. 

Here's  how  it  works.  Each  Saturday 
for  12  weeks,  a  policeman,  an  aide 
(a  parent  or  interested  adult)  and 
around  25  girls  and  boys  (ages  7  to 
12)  get  together.  After  the  first 
get-acquainted  session,  the  policeman 
explains  his  job.  The  kids  learn  about 
first  aid  at  the  Fire  Department,  visit 
police  boats,  ride  horses  at  the  stables, 
and  learn  their  telephone  number  and 
parents'  full  names  for  use  in 


emergencies.  Several  sessions  are 
devoted  to  films  on  police  activities. 
The  kids  also  get  to  fire  some  pretty 
hair-raising  questions  at  the  officers. 
At  the  end  of  the  12  weeks,  a 
graduation  <;eremony  —  complete 
with  diplomas  —  takes  place. 

Would  you  like  to  see  this  program 
come  to  the  South  End? 
Mrs.  Saunders  hopes  to  expand  the 
program  to  Station  4.  To  do  this, 
she  needs  a  bus,  a  meeting  place 
available  on  Saturdays,  a  Spanish- 
speaking  aide  and  a  Spanish-speaking 
policeman,  a  list  of  100  children 
(ages  7  to  12),  and  a  meeting  with 
parents  of  the  South  End.

COMMITTEE  ON  ROADS,  PUBLIC  WORKS,  AND  UTILITIES 


A  Committee  on  Roads,  Public 
Works,  and  Utilities  was  established 
by  SEPAC  in  early  September. 
Members  are  Arthur  Howe 
(Chairman),  Royal  Cloyd,  Helen 
Morton,  Liliane  Wilson,  Esther 
Jackson,  Peter  Gordon,  Richard  Buck, 
and  Roger  Baker.  Meeting  biweekly, 
this  committee  has  primarily 
concerned  itself  with  the  completion 
of  South  End  street  lighting  contracts. 
Two  important  streets,  Shawmut 
Avenue  and  Newton  Street,  have  not 
been  included  in  any  contract.  The 
Boston  Redevelopment  Authority 
(BRA)  is  ready  to  advertise  for  bids 
on  a  contract  for  both  "starlight" 
and  "acorn"  fixtures  on  both  streets. 
Although  some  residents  of  W.  Newton 
Street  are  opposed  to  "starlight" 
fixtures,  this  problem  is  being 
resolved.  These  streets  should  have 
lights  by  next  summer. 


Permanent  and  temporary  starlight 
fixtures  have  been  installed  on  other 
South  End  streets.  Negotiations  are 
underway  to  replace  the  wooden 
poles  for  the  acorn  fixtures  so  that 
these  lights  may  replace  the  temporary 
starlight  fixtures  on  designated 
residential  streets.  South  Enders  are 
urged  to  contact  members  of  the 
committee  or  their  SEPAC 
representative  about  other  inadequately 
lighted  streets.  SEPAC  and  the  BRA 
will  review  these  reports  and,  where 
warranted,  make  improvements. 

In  the  near  future,  SEPAC  and  this 
"committee  will  discuss  South  End 
traffic  patterns  and  problems  posed  by 
the  Inner  Belt  and  the  South  End 
Bypass.  Comments  from  concerned 
residents  are  welcome. 

After  studying  a  proposal  from  the 
Office  of  Public  Service  for  changing 
winter  parking  regulations  in  the 


South  End,  the  committee 
recommended  acceptance  of  a  plan 
for  night  parking  on  both  sides  of  the 
street  and  a  ban  on  parking  on 
alternate  sides  of  the  street  from 
8  a.m.  to  4  p.m.  Monday  through 
Saturday.  Fines  woul^not  increase, 
and  SEPAC  would  review  the  plan 
after  a  trial  period  this  winter.  SEPAC 
approved  these  regulations  for  all  the 
South  End,  except  the  area  south 
of  Washington  Street,  where  the 
District  12  representative  requested 
retention  of  the  present  regulations. 

The  new  plan  is  designed  to  give 
residents  the  maximum  number  of 
curbside  parking  spaces  at  night  and  to 
permit  street  sweeping  or  snow  plowing 
on  alternate  sides  of  the  streets  on 
alternate  days.  This  system  will  allow 
uniform  parking  regulations  all  year. 
Notices  will  be  distributed  and 
parking  signs  will  be  changed  before 
the  plan  goes  into  effect. 


NEW  PLAYROOM  FOR  SOUTH  END 


A  major  problem  for  the  tenants  of 

the  Walpole-Cunard  Street  area  will 
be  solved  by  early  1970.  In  an 
October  post-housing  meeting  held  by 
the  BRA  South  End  Family  Relocation 
Department,  residents  expressed 
concern  over  the  lack  of  recreational 
facilities  for  their  children.  To  help 
correct  this  problem  a  playroom  for 
3-  to  5-year-olds  will  soon  open  at 
the  former  site  of  the  American  Nut 
&  Chocolate  Co.,  at  Tremont  and 
Sterling  Streets. 

The  playroom  will  be  funded  and 
supervised  by  the  Junior  League  of 


Boston.  The  BRA  will  supply 
technical  assistance  in  converting 
the  building  into  the  playroom.  As 
much  as  possible,  personnel  will  be 
community  residents.  (Those 
interested  in  working  at  the  center 
should  contact  Mrs.  Madge  DiNitto  or 
Mr.  Isaac  Graves,  both  at  267-8425.) 

As  projected,  the  center  will  serve  35 
to  45  children.  It  will  be  named  in 
honor  of  Isaac  Graves,  of  the  BRA 
South  End  Neighborhood  Assistance 
Department,  who  was  instrumental 
in  planning  the  center. 


ETC  MAKES  PLANS  FOR  PARCEL  19 


On  November  26,  1969,  SEPAC  voted 
to  support  the  Emergency  Tenants 
Council  (ETC)  in  its  revised  plan  for 
Parcel  19  (bounded  by  Tremont, 
W.  Newton,  Washington,  Union  Park 
St.,  Shawmut  Ave.,  and  Upton  St.). 
At  its  December  4  meeting,  the  BRA 
Board  tabled  ETC's  petition  to  be 
appointed  sponsor/developer  of  the 
parcel. 

We  quote  below  from  a  report  by 
Helen  Morton,  District  1 1,  which 
outlines  the  needs  of  the  area: 

"The  Emergency  Tenants  Council 
has  been  working  for  over  two  years 


now,  with  the  assistance  of  many 
organizations  and  individuals,  to 
prepare  themselves  for  the  gigantic 
task  of  providing  housing  for  all 
those  who  are  now  living  in  the 
district  and  wish  to  continue  to  do  so, 
at  rates  which  they  can  afford.  All 
those  who  consider  that  the  shortage 
of  housing  is  desperate,  and  who 
believe  in  the  participation  of 
residents  in  the  transformation  of 
their  own  area,  will  find  a  special 
opportunity  in  lending  their  support 
to  ETC's  plan." 


DISTRICT  NEWS 


Representatives  of  Districts  5  and  8 
(Eight  Streets  and  Castle  Square)  are 
pleased  to  announce  that  Officer 
Doherty,  of  Station  4,  has  cleared 
Tremont  and  East  Berkeley  Streets  of 
several  "junk"  cars  stored  there  by  a 
neighboring  garage.  Besides  improving 
the  appearance  of  the  area,  this  action 
will  help  the  traffic  and  parking 
situation.  Hats  off  to  Officer  Doherty 
and  Station  4  on  this  one! 

George  Berkley  regrets  to  announce 
his  resignation  as  your  SEPAC 
representative.  He  will  be  moving  to 
Appleton  Street  and  so  will  be  unable 


to  continue  as  District  7 
representative.  His  place  will  go  to 
Ray  Liston,  of  Union  Park,  who  was 
runner-up  in'last  summer's  SEPAC 
elections. 

John  Moses,  District  8,  wishes  to 
encourage  residents  to  participate  in 
the  Citizens'  Alert  Program,  which  will 
be  described  in  the  next  issue. 

Harry  Smith,  District  10,  has  stressed 
the  need  for  Fire  Department 
inspection  of  vacant  buildings  and  is 
making  this  one  of  his  top  priorities 
for  action. 


COMMUNITY  NOTES 

Robert  Walsh  returned  to  the  South 
End  in  December  as  South  End 
Project  Director.  In  assuming  his 
new  duties,  he  has  committed 
himself  to  two  basic  ideals:  1) 
furthering  the  BRA's  goal  of 
preserving  the  South  End's  unique 
diversity  and  2)  improving  services 
of  the  site  office  staff  to  the 
community,  expecially  in  areas  of 
direct  BRA  responsibility. 

The  Infill  housing  program  is  still 
under  review  by  the  City  and  the 
BRA.  Several  South  End  community 
groups  —  including  the  People's 
Committee  and  SEPAC  -  recently 
reaffirmed  their  support  for  the 
program.  Add  your  voice! 

A  discussion  meeting  on  the  proposed 
Blackstone  School  was  held  November 
24,  1969,  at  the  South  End  Little  City 
Hall.  The  school,  expected  to  be 
completed  in  1973,  will  be  located  in 
the  two-block  site  bounded  by  Wash. 
St.,  Shawmut  Ave.,  W.  Dedham,  and 
W.  Brookline  Sts.  Planning  for  the 
school  is  far  from  final.  The  SEPAC 
Educational  Committee  will  soon  take 
up  the  problem  of  South  End  schools. 
Let  them  know  how  you  feel  about  it! 

A  new  youth  counseling  and 
information  service,  HELP,  has 
opened  in  the  South  End  at  498 
Tremont  Street,  Castle  Square. 


On  November  12,  SEPAC  voted 
to  approve  the  BRA  request  to 
lease  two  vacant  parcels  of  land  to  the 
Bradford-Shawmut  Neighborhood 
Association  (District  14).  The  BRA 
Board  promptly  approved  this  action. 
The  parcels  will  be  landscaped  and 
maintained  by  the  Association. 

Mrs.  Alice  Kalil,  District  14,  has 
requested  from  BRA  the  early 
demolition  of  vacant  and  abandoned 
buildings  slated  for  demolition  in  that 
district.  She  feels  these  buildings 
contribute  to  the  problem  of 
obtaining  fire  insurance  in  the  area. 
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BUS  SERVICE 


Bus  service  between  Copley  Square 
and  the  South  End  was  recently 
curtailed,  with  no  buses  running  after 
9:20  p.m.  Mr.  Richard  Buck,  Director 
of  the  MBTA  and  an  at-large  delegate 
to  SEPAC,  contacted  Mr.  Leo  Cusick, 
General  Manager  of  the  MBTA,  urging 
him  to  reconsider  this  cutback  because 
of  the  hardship  it  created  for  the 
Franklin  Square  House,  the  hospitals, 
and  area  residents. 


As  a  result,  we  are  happy  to  report 
that  the  MBTA  will  institute  a  one- 
nnonth  trial  of  extended  service 
during  January  1970.  Buses  will  run 
till  12:20  p.m.  during  this  period. 

WE  MUST  SUPPORT  THIS  SERVICE 
IF  IT  IS  TO  CONTINUE  and  if  we  hope 
to  get  increased  MBTA  service  in  the 
South  End.  PASS  THE  WORD! 
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On  February  4,  1 970,  members  of 
the  BRA  staff  presented  a  report  to 
SEPAC  on  the  status  of  the  South  End 
Plan.  Approved  in  1966  and  staged 
over  a  seven  -year  period,  the  Plan 
emphasized  minimum  displacement  of 
people  and  construction  of  housing  m 
areas  with  vacant  land.  A  policy  was 
also  adopted  to  honor  the  requests 
of  property  owners  for  early  acquisi  - 
tion  and  to  acquire  all  city -owned 
property  in  the  South  End  At  this 
point,  the  progress  of  the  South  End 
Plan  has  not  been  as  successful  as 
everyone  concerned  would  have  liked 
However.  500  units  of  housing  are 
under  construction,  and  1  77  units  of 
low-and  moderate -income  housing 
have  been  rehabilitated. 

RESIDENTIAL 
DEVELOPMENT 

Designated  new  housing  sites  which 
have  demonstrated  the  most  progress 
include  Camfield  Gardens  (under  con  - 
struction),  ROXSE  (under  construction). 
Union  Methodist  Homes  (along  Colum- 
bus Avenue).  Tuckerman  Homes  (to  be 
built  in  Lower  Roxbury).  and  Grant  AME 


STATUS  REPORT 

Homes  (Washington  Street).  Union 
Methodist  is  very  close  to  receiving 
a  firm  commitment  from  the  Federal 
Housing  Administration  (FHA)  which 
would  allow  them  to  begin  construc- 
tion Grant  AME,  Tuckerman,  and 
Tremont  Homes  have  received  their 
subsidy  allocations,  but  all  are  being 
carefully  scrutinized  by  FHA  because 
of  the  tight  money  situation.  Concord 
Towers  has  not  received  any  subsidy 
from  FHA.  and  the  BRA  has  recom- 
mended that  they  investigate  other 
funding  sources. 

Mr  Terence  Farrell.  Director  of  Residen 
tial  Development,  noted  that  all  FHA 
projects  initially  subsidized  under  the 
22 1  (d)  (3)  Program  will  be  converted 
to  the  new  236  Program  Mr.  Farrell 
stated  that,  at  the  present  time,  only 
very  limited  subsidy  funds  are  avail  - 
able  Consequently.  FHA's  New  York 
office  has  been  investigating  all  proj- 
ects in  the  South  End  FHA  has  shown 
great  reluctance  to  maintain  fund 
reservations  unless  it  sees  indications 
that  construction  will  begin  soon. 
Inflation  has  presented  a  serious  orob- 
lem  in  planning  for  new  housing.  Con- 


struction costs  have  risen  twenty -five 
per  cent  over  the  past  three  years.  Also, 
there  is  a  relative  scarcity  of  good 
contractors  in  the  Boston  area  who  are 
interested  in  South  End  contracts. 
All  these  factors  compound  the 
problem  of  creating  subsidized  housing. 
In  the  rehabilitation  program,  the  BRA 
offers  direct  grants  from  the  federal 
government  of  up  to  $3500  for  low -in- 
come people.  Also  offered  in  the  South 
End  is  a  rehabilitation  loan  program 
(the  312  Loan  Program),  available  to 
applicants  in  the  following  order: 
( 1 )  home  owners  of  low  -and  mod  - 
erate -income  who  occupy  property 
to  be  rehabilitated.  (2)  nonprofit 
groups  who  wish  to  rehabilitate  units 
for  low-income  families.  (3)  absentee 
owners  who  agree  to  lease  a  percent- 
age of  units  to  people  of  low  income, 
and  (4)  others,  where  the  funds  are 
available.  These  applications  are  not 
approved  by  the  BRA  as  such,  but  rather 
by  the  Department  of  Housing  and 
Urban  Development  Regional  Office 
in  New  York  In  the  Soyth  End  Site 
Office,  the  rehabilitation  program  and 
the  procedures  of  that  program  are 
being  revised  to  provide  better,  more 
efficient  service  to  the  community. 

NONRESIDENTIAL 
DEVELOPMENT 

The  Flower  Market  will  soon  be  com- 
pletely relocated  from  its  present 
location  and  housed  in  the  new  facil  - 
ity  on  Albany  Street  Also,  the  expan- 
sion of  the  Capital  Tire  Company  and 
the  Ace  Baking  Company  on  Washing- 
ton Street  is  being  carried  out  m  con  - 
junction  with  the  renewal  program

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PARKS  AND 
PLAYGROUNDS 

To  date,  construction  has  been  com- 
pleted on  the  Eight  Streets  Playground 
and  Harriet  Tubman  Square  Two  parks 
are  nearly  completed  --  one  at  the 
corner  of  West  Canton  Street  and 
Warren  Avenue,  and  the  other,  on 
Union  Park  Street  New  lighting  has 
been  installed  m  Carter  Playground 
However,  because  of  regradmg  and 
seeding,  it  will  not  be  usable  until  late 
summer.  Blackstone  and  Franklin 
Square  Parks  will  be  lighted  and  plant- 
ed with  trees  this  spring  The  BRA  has 
requested  additional  funds  for  Derby 
Park  in  Lower  Roxbury,  the  renovation 
of  Chester  and  Braddock  Parks,  and  a 
new  Chandler  Park.  In  addition,  the 
Rotch  Playground  on  Albany  Street 
will  be  relocated  at  Washington  and 
East  Berkeley  Streets 

PUBLIC  WORKS 

A  substantial  number  of  new  street 
lights  have  been  installed  in  the  South 
End  Additional  contracts  to  be  exe- 
cuted this  spring  will  complete  sixty 
per  cent  of  the  street  lighting  program 
for  the  South  End. 

Another  important  utility  improvement 
is  the  separation  of  sewer  and  storm 
drains  A  contract  executed  last  fall 
is  now  one-third  completed  Two  more 
contracts  will  be  executed  this  spring  - 
one  in  Districts  3  and  4,  the  other 
m  District  8  The  BRA  is  also  awaiting 
approval  on  the  new  pumping  station 
on  Albany  Street,  which  will  greatly 
relieve  street  flooding  in  the  South  End 

NEW  STREET 
CONSTRUCTION 

While  street  paving  is  planned  for  the 
South  End  Project,  it  will  be  one  of 
the  last  things  done  because  new 
utilities  and  building  construction  must 
be  completed  first  In  the  interim, 
patch  work  by  the  Boston  Public  Works 
Department  will  continue. 

FUND  CUTS 

Mr  Robert  Walsh,  South  End  Project 
Director,  indicated  that  the  proposed 
cutback  in  urban  renewal  funds  does 
not  affect  existing  funds  but.  rather, 
additional  monies  requested  from  the 
federal  government  to  complete  the 
program  These  additional  funds  are 
needed  because  in  1  966  it  was  virtu 


ally  impossible  to  estimate  accurately 
the  amount  of  money  that  would  be 
necessary  to  complete  the  South  End 
Project  A  good  example  of  this  occurs 
in  the  area  of  property  acquisition. 
Since  a  portion  of  the  properties  and 
the  price  that  the  BRA  pays  for  the 
property  is  determined  by  the  courts, 
there  was  no  way  that  the  court-a- 
warded prices  could  have  been  pre- 
dicted four  years  ago.  The  BRA  is  still 
waiting  for  a  firm  indication  of  the 
extent  of  the  cutback 
A  lively  question  and  answer  period 
followed  the  presentation.  One  major 

COOKING  IN 
LODGING  HOUSES 

For  a  large  part  of  its  hundred-year 
history,  the  South  End  has  served 
as  the  city's  largest  single  source  of 
lodging  houses  Unfortunately,  a  large 
portion  (perhaps  even  a  majority) 
of  them  operate  without  licenses.  A 
licensed  lodging  house  must  conform 
to  many  regulations  At  present,  the 
Boston  building  code  does  not  allow 
cooking  in  rooms  except  on  electric 
hot  plates  However,  since  1906. 
the  Boston  Licensing  Board  has  issued 
licenses  to  lodging  houses  with  cook- 
ing facilities  in  rooms  (usually,  gas 
plates) 

In  1965,  more  than  500  notices  of 
cooking  violations  were  issued  to 
licensed  lodging  house  owners  These 
violations  were  later  overturned  by 
the  Board  of  Appeals  pending  a  report 
to  be  submitted  by  a  Study  Commission 
authorized  by  the  state  legislature  at 
the  suggestion  of  SEFCO  (South  End 
Federation  of  Citizens'  Organizations) 
The  Commission  has  submitted  its 
report  on  cooking  in  lodging  houses, 
and  a  hearing  will  be  scheduled  before 
the  appropriate  legislative  committee 
soon,  probably  in  April  or  May 
Members  of  the  Commission  are 
Senator  Samuel  Harmon  (Chairman). 
Senator  Oliver  F  Ames  and  Represent- 
atives Daniel  W  Carney  Joseph  A 
Langone  III.  and  Maurice  E  Frye.  Jr 
Representing  the  South  End  are 
Christopher  Hayes,  Edward  J  Lynch. 
Mrs  Rose  Mehegan,  Mrs  Cora  Schalk. 
and  Mrs  Katherine  Swenson

concern  centered  on  the  management 
of  BRA-owned  properties  The  staff 
explained  that  the  BRA  is  somewhat 
limited  by  available  funds  and  that 
the  management  period  has  been 
much  longer  than  was  initially  planned 
because  of  the  lack  of  progress  m 
hew  construction.  Recognizing  the 
problems,  the  staff  is  planning  to 
develop  intensive  maintenance  pro- 
grams during  the  spring  and  summer 
which  will  upgrade  the  quality  of 
accommodations  in  existing  BRA- 
owned  property  until  new  or  rehabil- 
itated housing  is  available 


FROM  RUBBLE  TO  ROSES 

Tired  of  ugly,  litter-filled  vacant  lots?

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THE  RACIAL  IMBALANCE  LAW:  A  TIME  FOR  ACTION 


We  print  below  a  revised  version 
of  a  memoradum  sent  m  February 
to  BRA  Director  Warner  by  Marvin 
Hightower,  Information  Officer 
for  the  South  End  Site  Office 
In  his  revisions,  Mr  Hightower 
has  attempted  to  clarify  the 
meaning  of  the  racial  imbalance 
law  for  the  South  End  Key  sections 
of  the  law  appear  at  the  end 
of  the  article  We  urge  you  to 
read  and  consider  carefully  what 
follows. 

In  1 965.  the  Massachusetts  State 
Legislature  enacted  legislation  de- 
signed to  bring  about  a  balance 
of  races  in  public  schools  throughout 
the  Commonwealth.  At  the  time 
of  enactment,  the  law  was  widely 
hailed  as  a  major  step  toward 
upgrading  the  educational  stand- 


ards of  minority  groups 
In  tne  cnanged  social  climate  of 
the  seventies,  it  has  become  clear 
that  the  law  is  blatantly  racist 
In  both  spirit  and  application. 
For  example.  Section  37D  of  the 
law  says,  in  effect,  that  any 
public  school  in  the  Commonwealth 
IS  "racially  imbalanced"  if  50. 1  % 
of  Its  total  enrollment  is  black 
but  not  "racially  imbalanced"  if 
its  enrollment  is  1  00%  white.  In 
defining  "racial  imbalance,"  the 
white  power  structure  has  excluded 
its  children  from  the  severe 
financial  consequences  which 
the  law  imposes  on  predominantly 
black  communities.  It  is  still  possible 
to  build  all-white  public  schools 
but  quite  impossible  to  build  all- 
black  public  schools.  Section  1 1 
of  the  law  makes  it  quite  clear 
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that  "imbalanced"  schools  will 
receive  no  state  aid.  Nowhere, 
however,  does  the  law  penalize 
all-white  public  schools  in  this 
manner,  even  though  they  are 
logically  just  as  "imbalanced"  as 
are  all-black  schools. 

Predominantly  black  communities  -- 
and  highly  mixed  areas  like  the 
South  End  --  will  not  be  given 
state-funds  for  building  new  public 
schools,  UNLESS  these  communities 
sacrifice  at  least  half  of  the  new 
school  enrollment  to  white  children, 
who,  in  most  cases,  will  have 
to  be  bussed  into  the  area  The 
South  End  has  lost  several  schools 
to  fire  over  the  past  few  years 
As  a  result,  classroom  space  is 
desperately  inadequate.  The  South 
End  cannot  afford  to  give  up 
seats  to  children  outside  the  area. 
Yet,  unless  the  racial  imbalance 
law  IS  either  repealed  or  drastically 
amended,  hundreds  of  South  End 
children  will  be  denied  access  to 
new  public  schools  in  the  area 
As  things  now  stand,  the  "choice" 
is  this:  build  new  schools  and 
give  up  as  much  as  half  of  them 
to  children  from  outside  the  area, 
or  forget  about  having  any  new 
schools  at  all.  Either  way.  the 
South  End  will  remain  acutely 
deficient  in  first-rate  educational 
facilities  for  its  children 
If  you  are  not  yet  convinced  of 
the  dangerous  implications  of  this 
law,  consider  what  happened  in 
Roxbury  only  last  fall  at  the 
brand-new  Trotter  School.  This 
new  facility  --  the  first  new 
school  in  Roxbury  in  nearly 
30 years  --  was  built  wrth  65% 
state  aid  only  because  officials 
arranged  to  import  white  children. 


so  that  the  nonwhite  enrollment 
of  the  school  would  not  exceed 
the  50%  limit.  Without  this  arti- 
ficial influx  of  whites,  the  school 
would  not  have  received  even  the 
usual  40%  state  aid  and  would 
still  be  on  paper. 

But  because  of  this  influx,  scores 
of  black  children  living  within 
walking  distance  of  the  new  school 
were  denied  seats  in  the  kind 
of  high-quality  facility  they  have 
so  long  deserved.  Instead,  these 
children  were  bussed  to  inferior 
facilities  within  a  decadent  school 
system. 

Moreover,  the  "balance"  achieved 
at  the  Trotter  School  is  highly 
unstable.  Because  of  incidents 
surrounding  the  opening  of  the 
school  last  fall,  some  white  parents 
refused  to  send  their  children 
to  the  school.  Consequently,  "racial 
imbalance"  technically  exists  there 
now:  Trotter  School  is  currently 
attended  by  320  white  children 
and  443  nonwhite  children.  (Based 
on  statistics  published  in  the  Boston 
Globe,  November  21,  1969.) 
In  the  long  run,  the  situation  is 
not  likely  to  improve.  Members  of 
the  Roxbury  black  community  remain 
hostile  because  of  the  injustice 
which  the  imbalance  law  has 
imposed  on  their  children.  Some 
white  parents,  fearful  of  further 
incidents,  are  therefore  likely  to 
send  their  children  elsewhere  for 
an  education  (for  example,  to 
private  schools)  What  will  happen 
to  the  school  then?  Will  more 
black  children  be  denied  access 
to  the  school  to  satisfy  the  law? 
And  how  likely  is  it  that  other 
white  parents,  looking  at  the  Trotter 
precedent,  will  agree  to  send  their 
children  to  other  schools  proposed  for 
inner-city  areas? 
The  imbalance  law  has  created 
serious  problems  in  the  Roxbury 
community.  It  can  do  the  same 
here.  As  one  last  example  of 
such  problems,  consider  the  fact 
that,  while  the  law  does  not  require 
the  use  of  bussing  to  achieve 
balances,  it  is  almost  impossible 
to  balance  inner-city  schools 
without  bussing.  The  law  therefore 
encourages  the  kinds  of  artificial 
social  situations  which  can  only 
increase  tensions  between  different 
socio-economic  groups 
By  Its  own  definition,  the  law  is 
an  emergency  measure  But  it  is  one 


which  fails  utterly  to  deal  with 
the  real  social  problem  which  has 
created  high  concentrations  of 
minority  groups  in  our  communities. 
Unless  residents  begin  to  act  now 
by  demanding  changes,  the  children 
of  the  South  End  and  other  areas 
of  the  city  will  suffer  the  painful 
consequences. 


EXCERPTS  FROM  THE  MASS 
RACIAL  IMBALANCE  LAW 

Whereas;  The  deferred  operation 
of  this  act  would  tend  to  defeat 
its  purpose,  which  is  to  eliminate 
forthwith  racial  imbalance  in  the 
public  schools,  therefore  it  is  hereby 
declared  to  be  an  emergency  law, 
necessary  for  the  immediate 
preservation  of  the  public  convenience. 
Section  37D.The  school  committee 
of  each  city,  town  and  district 
shall,  annually,  at  such  time  and 
in  such  form  as  the  commissioner 
shall  determine,  submit  statistics 
sufficient  to  enable  a  determination 
to  be  made  of  the  per  cent  of 
nonwhite  pupils  in  all  public 
schools  and  in  each  school  under 
the  jurisdiction  of  each  such 
committee.  Whenever  the  state 
board  of  education  finds  that  racial 
imbalance  exists  in  a  public  school 
it  shall  notify  in  writing  the  school 
committee  or  regional  school 
district  committee  having  juris- 
diction over  such  school  that  such 
finding  has  been  made.  The  school 
committee  shall  thereupon  prepare 
a  plan  to  eliminate  such  racial 
imbalance  and  file  a  copy  of  such 
plan  with  the  board.  The  term 
"racial  imbalance"  refers  to  a 
ratio  between  nonwhite  and  other 
students  in  public  schools  which 
is  sharply  out  of  balance  with  the 
racial  composition  of  the  society  in 
which  nonwhite  children  study, 
serve  and  work.  For  the  purpose 
of  this  section,  racial  imbalance 
shall  be  deemed  to  exist  when  the 
per  cent  of  nonwhite  students  in 
any  public  school  is  in  excess  of 
fifty  per  cent  of  the  total  number 
of  students  in  such  school. 
No  school  committee  or  regional 
school  district  committee  shall  be 
required  as  part  of  its  plan  to 
transport  any  pupil  to  any  school 
outside  its  jurisdiction  or  to  any 
school  outside  the  school  district 
established  for  his  neighborhood. 


if  the  parent  or  guardian  of  such 
pupil  files  written  objection  thereto 
with  such  school  committee. 
If,  following  the  receipt  of  notifi- 
cation from  the  board  of  edu- 
cation that  racial  imbalance, 
as  defined  in  section  thirty-seven 
D  of  chapter  seventy-one,  exists, 
a  school  committee  does  not  show 
progress  within  a  reasonable  time 
in  eliminating  racial  imbalance 
in  its  schools  the  commissioner  of 
education  shall  not  certify  the 
amount  of  state  aid  for  such  city 
or  town  or  for  such  towns  which  are 
members  of  such  regional  school 
districts,  as  required  by  section 
nine  or  chapter  seventy,  and  the 
school  building  assistance  commission 
upon  receipt  of  notice  from  said 
board  that  racial  imbalance  exists 
shall  not  approve  any  project 
for  school  construction  for  such 
city,  town  or  regional  school  district 
under  chapter  six  hundred  and 
forty-five  or  the  acts  of  nineteen 
hundred  and  forty-eight,  as  amended, 
and  the  commissioner  of  education 
may  notify  the  commissioner  of 
corporations  and  taxation  and  the 
comptroller  to  hold  such  funds 
as  have  been  so  certified  under 
said  section  nine  but  have  not  been 
disbursed.  The  commissioner  of 
education  may  thereafter  upon 
receipt  of  a  plan  acceptable  to 
the  board  of  education  notify  the 
commissioner  of  corporations 
and  taxation  and  the  comptroller 
to  pay  any  such  withheld  funds  to 
such  city  or  town  in  such  amounts 
and  at  such  times  as  he  may  desig- 
nate, and  the  school  building 
assistance  commission  upon  receipt 
of  notice  from  said  board  that 
a  plan  acceptable  to  it  has  been 
received  may  approve  such  projects. 
The  school  building  assistance 
commission  shall,  notwithstanding 
any  contrary  provisions  of  chapter 
six  hundred  and  forty-five  of 
the  acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and 
forty-eight,  as  amended,  increase 
the  amount  of  grants  for  school 
house  construction  to  sixty-five 
per  cent  of  the  approved  cost, 
whenever  the  board  of  education 
is  satisfied  that  the  construction  or 
enlargement  of  a  schoolhouse  is 
for  the  purpose  of  reducing  or 
eliminating  racial  imbalance  in 
the  school  building  assistance 
commission. 

Approved  August  18,  1965

With  the  completion  of  the  first  three  housing  developments, 
649  new  dwelling  units  will  have  been  provided  to  meet  the  needs 
of  South  End  residents.  Thirty  per  cent  of  the  units  will  be 
under  the  leased  housing  agreement  with  the  Boston  Housing 
Authority.  Rents  on  the  other  units  will  range  from  $1  1  0  to 
$222  a  month,  depending  on  the  size  of  the  apartments. 
Union  Church  Homes  will  provide  housing  on  three  sites,  along 
one  side  of  Columbus  Ave.  between  W.  Newton  St.  and  Yarmouth 
St.,  with  a  parking  lot  on  the  vacant  part  of  the  site  between 
Braddock  Park  and  Holyoke  St.  The  remaining  part  of  this 
block  was  somehow  excluded  from  this  housing  development 
although  plans  for  rehabilitation  were  to  be  worked  out  between 
the  owners  and  the  BRA.  A  fourth  housing  unit  will  be  built 
on  the  other  side  of  Columbus  Avenue,  at  Warren  Ave.  SEPAC 
was  unable  to  get  together  with  representatives  from  Union 
Church  Homes  to  discuss  their  plans,  although  numerous  attempts 
were  made  between  January  and  April. 

Grant  AME  (Bedar  and  Alpert,  architects),  which  has  the  most 
attractively  designed  units  so  far  reviewed,  is  in  difficulty  be- 
cause the  contract  price  is  well  over  the  Federal  Housing  Author- 
ity (FHA)  allotment.  Tremont  Homes  (Sert  Jackson,  architect) 
is  in  danger  of  losing  its  designation  as  developer  for  the  housing 
opposite  Tremont  Methodist  Church,  also  because  the  contract 
price  exceeded  the  FHA  limits.  It  begins  to  appear  that  housing 
designed  to  enhance  the  South  End  has  little  chance  of  falling 
within  the  limits  set  by  FHA  financing.  HOW  DOES  ONE  SIGN 
UP?  Application  forms  for  ROXSE  will  be  ready  on  or  about 
July  1  at  the  housing  site.  An  announcement  will  be  made 
when  other  applications  are  available. 


BLACKSTONE  SCHOOL 
BALLOT  RETURNS 

In  the  February  Newsletter,  a 
ballot  was  included  to  allow 
residents  of  the  South  End  to 
choose  between  a  single  site  or 
a  dispersed  site  for  the  Blackstone 
School.  Nearly  10,000  of  these 
ballots  were  mailed  out  and 
approximately  1  00  were  returned. 
Because  of  printing  delays,  the 
Spanish  edition  of  the  Newsletter 
was  not  received  until  after  the 
deadline  for  returning  the  ballots. 
However,  a  separate  ballot  pre- 
pared by  Don  Stull,  the  architect 
for  the  school,  was  distributed  to 
the  Spanish-speaking  community 
by  ETC.  Of  a  total  of  244  ballots 
returned.  2 1  6  favored  a  central  site 
for  the  school. 

The  educational  plan  for  the  school, 
prepared  by  Roger  Beatty  of  the 
Educational  Planning  Council  of 
the  School  Department  after  ex- 
tensive consultation  with  community 
groups,  has  been  submitted  to 
the  Committee  of  Superintendents. 
As  soon  as  the  educational  program 
is  approved,  the  architect  can 
begin  to  design  the  school  to 
provide  the  facilities  to  make 
this  program  possible.

COMMUNITY  NOTES 


On  April  8,  Union  Methodist  Homes 
completed  all  necessary  financial 
transactions  with  the  Federal 
Housing  Authority  (FHA).  Con- 
struction of  the  1  51  -unit  develop- 
ment began  along  Columbus  Avenue 
on  April  9. 


The  Development  Corporation  of 
America  (DCA)  has  advised  us 
that  the  first  stage  of  the  Infill 
Program  for  the  South  End  will  get 
underway  in  June.  Four  units 
will  be  constructed  on  each  of  the 
following  four  vacant  sites  (1  6 
units  total):  450  Shawmut  Ave., 
51  7  Shawmut  Ave.,  74  Rutland  St., 
and  980  Tremont  St. 

Joseph  Tuckerman  Homes  is  moving 
quickly  in  Its  FHA  processing 
and  has  top  priority  among  FHA 
projects  in  Boston. 
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On  April  1  3.  members  of  the  Carter 
Site  Committee  visited  Mr.  Robert 
Kenney,  Director  of  the  Boston 
Public  Facilities  Department,  to 
demand  action  on  the  change  of 
site  for  the  proposed  Carter  Schools. 
The  change,  voted  by  local  residents 
at  a  February  meeting,  involves 
moving  the  school  complex  from 
the  site  of  the  existing  Saranac 
Building  and  the  New  Castle 
Court  to  the  site  of  the  Smith 
Transfer  Company.  As  a  result 
of  the  meeting  with  Mr.  Kenney, 
definite  plans  for  the  new  site 
are  being  drawn  up  for  presentation 
to  the  community. 

Rehabilitation  of  the  William  E. 
Carter  Playground  has  begun.  The 
work,  paid  for  by  the  BRA, 
includes  installing  an  Irrigation 
and  drainage  system  and  laying 
new  sod.  Also  part  of  these  im- 


provements is  new  lighting  which 
was  installed  last  year. 

Recently  the  BRA  Board  approved 
several  site  preparation  contracts 
which  will  bring  new  street  light 
bases  and  conduits  to  the  following 
streets;  Worcester  Square;  East 
and  West  Springfield,  James, 
St.  George,  Claremont  Park.  Green- 
wich Park,  Concord  Square.  East 
and  West  Concord.  Rutland,  East 
and  West  Brookline,  Montgomery. 
Union  Park,  Pembroke,  West  Canton, 
Ringgold,  Taylor,  Bond,  Hanson, 
Waltham,  Dwight,  Milford,  Mass.  Ave. 
Bradford,  East  Newton  and  Shawmut 
Ave.  New  lighting  will  also  be 
installed  in  Franklin  Square  and 
Blackstone  Parks. 

After  site  preparation  is  completed, 
the  City  will  erect  light  poles, 
and  the  Boston  Edison  Company 
will  connect  the  necessary  wires. 
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REHABILITATION  IN  THE  SOUTH  END 


Money  is  available  in  the  South 
End  to  fix  up  and  improve 
housing.  Too  few  people  have 
been  taking  advantage  of  the 
programs  financed  by  HUD  and 
administered  through  the  Boston 
Redevelopment  Authority. 
One  program  is  the  "1  1  5"  grant, 
an  outright  gift  of  up  to  $3500 
for  qualified  South  End  residents 
to  rehabilitate  their  homes. 
This  grant  is  available  to  owner- 
occupants  of  South  End  buildings 
of  1  to  4  units.  To  be  eligible 
for  the  grant,  the  owner  must 
earn  less  than  $3000  per  year  or 
else  have  a  low  income  and  spend 
over  25%  of  it  on  the  cost  of 
financing  and  maintaining  the 
property. 

The  "1 1  5"  grant  is  given  to  owners 
so  that  they  will  use  the  money 


to  make  repairs  and  correct  con- 
ditions that  are  in  violation  of 
the  housing  code.  These  violations 
must  first  be  determined  by  BRA 
surveyors,  but  there  is  no  need 
to  wait  for  the  surveyors  to  come 
to  you.  If  you  think  you  may 
qualify  for  a  "1 1  5"  grant,  call 
the  BRA  at  267-8425  and  request 
an  immediate  survey. 
Many  people  who  are  eligible  for 
this  money  have  been  reluctant 
to  accept  it  because  they  mistrust 
the  BRA.  The  recipient  of  a  "1  1  5" 
grant  has  no  obligation  to  the 
BRA  or  to  HUD  except  to  improve 
his  home  and  in  that  way  better 
the  community.  The  money  is  a 
gift.  It  does  not  have  to  be  paid 
back  nor  does  the  BRA  have  any 
claim  on  the  building  of  anyone  who 
accepts  this  grant. 


Residence  Rehabilitated  with  "1 15"  Grant 


This  is  not  charity,  but  only  the 
tax  money  you  pay  coming  back  to 
your  pocket.  Through  June,  1  970, 
HUD,  through  the  BRA,  has  given 
out  54  grants  affecting  79  housing 
units  and  totaling  just  over  $1  50,000. 
The  "1  1  5"  grant  program  has  many 
weaknesses.  The  money  is  given 
only  on  the  condition  that  all 
violations  of  the  housing  code  will 
be  removed.  If  $3500  is  not  enough 
to  bring  a  house  up  to  standard, 
the  owner  must  either  secure  a 
loan  or  finance  the  rest  of  repairs 
out  of  his  own  pocket. 
South  End  housing  is  extremely 
expensive  to  rehab,  and  in  most 
South  End  homes  $3500  is  a  drop  in 
the  bucket.  Very  few  homes, 
particularly  those  with  low  income 
owners,  can  be  brought  up  to 
standard  for  that  little  money. 
Low  income  owners  do  not  have 
additional  cash  on  hand  nor  will 
they  find  it  possible  to  secure 
a  loan.  If  this  program  is  going 
to  make  a  dent  in  the  South 
End,  the  size  of  the  grant  must 
be  increased  and  the  all-or-nothing 
policy  must  be  liberally  interpreted 
to  fit  the  requirements  of  South 
End  housing. 

Another  more  substantial  program 
is  the  "31  2"  loan.  Under  this 
plan  HUD,  again  through  the 
BRA,  will  lend  owners  up  to 
$1  7,400  per  housing  unit  to  be 
paid  back  at  3%  over  20  years. 
Up  to  date  in  the  South  End,  the 
BRA  has  administered  129  loans 
affecting  300  housing  units  and 
totaling  almost  $3  million. 

The  following  are  eligible  for  this 
loan:  low  and  middle  income 


owner-occupants;  non-profit  or- 
ganizations which  intend  to  rehab- 
ilitate for  low-inconne  housing; 
anyone  who  commits  30%  of  his 
units  to  the  Boston  Housing  Author- 
ity for  low  income  housing  under 
the  rent  subsidy  program. 
The  "312"  loan  along  with  the  "1 1  5  ' 
grant  was  devised  to  make  money 
available  to  less  affluent  residents 
of  the  South  End.  The  loan  program 
is  not  succeeding.  Almost  no  one 
with  a  low  income  and  only  some 
with  moderate  incomes  can  secure 
a  large  enough  loan  through  this 
program  to  do  a  complete  rehab 
job  The  owners  who  truly  need  the 
money,  those  with  lower  incomes 
and  higher  debts,  are  only  eligible 
for  relatively  small  loans  under  the 
"3 1 2"  program.  A  complete  rehab 
job  in  the  South  End  may  require 
between  $20  and  $30  thousand.  Very 
few  South  End  residents  are  eligible 
for  that  large  a  loan. 
The  BRA  credit  formula  is  extremely 
tight  and  is  clearly  biased  toward 
those  who  are  already  in  good 
financial  shape.  In  determining  the 
size  of  a  loan,  the  BRA  refuses  to 
consider  any  future  income  that 
may  result  from  the  rehab  job. 
A  completely  rehabed  building 
with  two  new  apartment  units 
might  guarantee  the  owner  a  future 
income  of  $300  per  month,  but  this 
will  not  help  him  secure  a  larger 
loan. 

The  "3 12"  loan  in  the  South  End 
has  proved  the  most  benefit  to  the 
middle  and  upper  income  owners. 
In  an  identical  program  in  both 
Charlestown  and  Washington  Park, 
only  25%  of  those  who  received 
"3 1 2"  loans  earned  over  $1 2,000. 
The  vast  majority  of  the  loan  re- 
cipients earned  between  $6,000  and 
$1 2,000.  But  in  the  South  End,  over 
50%  of  those  receiving  "312"  loans 
have  incomes  over  $1 2,000. 
The  operation  of  the  "3 1 2"  pro- 
gram in  the  South  End  is  not  helping 
this  area's  less  affluent  residents. 
As  lower  and  middle  income 
housing  is  rehabed,  it  is  often  con- 
verted into  middle  and  upper 
income  housing.  The  old  tenants  are 
dislocated.  A  survey  of  60  rehabed 
South  End  buildings  compared  the 
occupations  of  the  previous  tenants 
and  those  living  in  the  buildings 
after  rehabilitation.  The  compari- 


son revealed  a  definite  influx  of 
middle  class  tenants,  often 
students,  in  half  those  buildings. 
The  rent  increase  in  the  rehabed 
buildings  averaged  up  to  $47.50  per 
unit. 

The  more  affluent  residents  of  the 
South  End  should  be  able  to  get 
money  to  rehab  their  homes,  but 
not  at  the  expense  of  money  ear- 
marked for  the  less  affluent.  It  is 
very  likely  that  in  the  near  future 
new  legislation  will  make  "31  2" 
money  available  to  anyone  inter- 
ested in  rehabilitation,  but  at  a 
graduated  interest  rate  determined 
by  the  applicant's  income. 
Investor-owners  will  be  eligible 
for  loans  at  a  fixed  maximum  rate. 


to  deal  with  lodging  houses.  Lodging 
houses  are  extremely  expensive 
to  rehabilitate,  and  most  of  their 
owners  have  limited  incomes. 
Lodging  house  owners  are  ineligible 
for  "3 1 2  "  loans  since  the  FH  A  de- 
fines a  dwelling  unit  as  having  a 
sleeping  area,  a  kitchen  and  a 
bathroom  As  lodging  houses  may 
house  up  to  40%  of  the  South  End 
residents,  any  hopes  for  total  re- 
habilitation of  the  South  End  must 
include  programs  that  provide 
lodging  house  owners  with  reason- 
able alternatives  to  selling  out. 
A  1964  BRA  directive  stated  its  re- 
habilitation goals:  "Our  policy  in 
the  neighborhoods  must  be  to 
modernize  the  existing  housing 


Before 


Upper  income  owners  have  been 
forced  to  take  advantage  of  the 
"3 1 2"  loan  as  it  is  practically  the 
only  available  rehab  money  in  the 
South  End.  Banks,  seeking  better 
financial  investments,  have  not 
been  willing  to  make  money 
available  for  the  improvement  of 
the  South  End.  The  conventional 
Federal  Housing  Authority  (FHA) 
loan  program  is  virtually  inop- 
erative in  the  South  End.  This  leaves 
the  BRA  programs  as  the  only  sure 
source  of  money  for  South  End 
rehabilitation. 

One  of  the  most  glaring  weaknesses 
in  these  programs  is  their  failure 


stock  and  its  environment  so  that 
Boston  s  neighborhoods  can  com- 
pete effectively  with  newer  subur- 
ban dwellings." 

This  was  to  be  achieved  by  direc- 
ting money  to  the  less  affluent 
urban  residents  for  rehabilitation 
of  their  homes.  But  limitations  in 
the  programs  have  made  it  easier 
to  direct  the  money  to  higher  in- 
come residents  and  ex-subur- 
banites who  have  chosen  to  return 
to  the  city.  The  definition  and 
operation  of  these  programs  must 
be  revamped  to  conform  to  that 
original  ideal. 


TWO  SUCCESSFUL  REHAB  JOBS 


While  the  rehab  programs  in  the 
South  End  do  have  some  serious 
limitations,  there  have  been  many 
successful  rehab  jobs  accom- 
plished under  them. 
In  February  of  1  968  a  South  End 
homeowner  attended  a  neighbor- 
hood meeting  in  the  Eight  Streets 
Area  at  which  a  representative  of 
the  BRA  explained  the  "312" 
program. 

When  the  BRA  offices  opened  the 
next  morning,  he  was  there  to  fill 
out  a  loan  application.  At  the  time 
of  this  application,  he  was  em- 
ployed by  the  city  earning  slightly 
under  $8000  yearly.  The  BRA  eval- 


initial  contact  was  made  with  the 
BRA. 

Another  home  owner  is  81  years 
old  and  resides  in  the  South  End  on 
a  very  small  income.  Her  house  on 
Columbus  Ave.  has  needed  minor 
repairs,  but  she  has  never  had  any 
extra  money  available. 
A  friend  told  her  about  the  "1  1  5" 
grants.  As  a  homeowner  earning 
less  than  $3000  yearly,  she  was 
eligible  for  a  grant  through  the  BRA. 
She  applied  for  a  grant  in  November 
of  1 969.  She  was  awarded  $3000. 
Within  two  weeks  the  contractors 
had  begun  work  on  her  house. 
The  grant  paid  for  the  following:  a

uated  his  property  and  determined 
that  he  qualified  for  a  loan  of 
$23,000. 

The  "3 1 2"  money  paid  for  the 
following  work:  a  new  roof  and 
new  windows  were  installed;  the 
entire  building  was  pointed;  the 
doors  were  sealed;  new  wiring, 
new  plumbing  and  a  new  heating 
system  were  installed;  a  new 
cellar  floor  was  built;  the  street 
floor  and  basement  were  remod- 
eled to  create  a  good-sized 
apartment  for  rent. 
The  contractor's  bid  did  come  in 
slightly  over  the  loan  amount  so 
the  home  owner  did  spend  $1 000  out 
of  his  own  pocket.  But  he  now  has 
an  apartment  that  earns  him  $1 30 
per  month  (he  could  probably  rent 
it  for  twice  that  amount). 
The  rehab  job  was  completed  in 
February  of  1969,  one  year  after 


new  ceiling,  a  new  toilet  and  1 00 
amp  electrical  service  was  in- 
stalled; unnecessary  pipes  in  the 
kitchen  were  removed;  miscel- 
laneous ceiling,  electrical  and 
plumbing  repairs  were  made. 
The  job  was  almost  completed  when 
the  contractor  made  a  discovery. 
Pipes  were  broken  in  the  basement. 
Sewer  waste  was  not  being  prop- 
erly removed.  The  kitchen  floor 
would  have  to  be  ripped  up,  and  a 
new  one  would  have  to  be  installed. 
At  the  same  time.  Congress  passed 
legislation  increasing  the  maxi- 
mum amount  of  the  "11  5"  grant 
from  $3000  to  $3500.  The  BRA  went 
to  bat  for  the  homeowner  and 
secured  for  her  the  extra  $500. 
On  February  25,  1 970,  just  three 
months  after  she  had  made  initial 
contact  with  the  BRA,  the  job  was 
completed.

SEPAC  moderator  Chris  Hayes  is  a 
candidate  for  the  state  legislature 
from  wards  4  and  1 0.  He  is  the  only 
candidate  from  the  South  End's 
ward  4  in  the  race.  Hayes  is 
challenging  two  candidates, 
both  of  whom  live  in  the  Mission 
Hill  section  of  Roxbury.  There  has 
not  been  a  representative  from  the 
South  End  since  the  legislature  was 
redistricted  in  1  947.  There  is  no 
Republican  candidate  in  the  race 
this  year  so  whoever  wins  the 
Democratic  primary  is  assured  of 
victory  in  the  November  election. 
The  primary  is  September  1  5.  Your 
power  is  your  vote! 


BANKING  AND  THE  SOUTH  END 


Development  in  the  South  End  must 
confront  the  1970  reality  of 
"tight"  money.  It  is  increasingly 
difficult  to  get  a  mortgage  even  in 
prime  investment  areas.  It  is 
almost  impossible  to  get  a  mort- 
gage in  the  South  End. 

Most  banks  won't  even  look  at  a 
property  in  the  South  End.  The 
Charlestown  Savings  Bank  is  one 
of  the  few  banks  that  says  they  are 
willing  to  mortgage  in  the  South 
End.  They  will  consider  mortgaging 
any  owner-occupied  dwelling  of 
one  to  four  units.  The  Charlestown's 
Savings  Bank  s  best  terms  are  for 
single  family  homes.  Their  terms 
are  8  !/2%  for  a  maximum  term  of  25 
years  with  a  30%  down  payment. 

But  the  Charlestown  Savings  Bank 
is  doing  a  lot  of  looking  and  very 
little  mortgaging.  Why? 

Many  people  go  to  the  Charlestown 
Savings  Bank  looking  to  mortgage 
a  shell,  a  building  with  only  four 
walls.  The  bank  won  t  consider 
such  a  mortgage  They  won't  take 
into  consideration  any  future  plans 
for  the  property.  The  bank  eval- 
uates a  property  at  that  moment  in 
time,  and  admittedly,  a  shell  is 
nothing  in  the  way  of  mortgage 
security.  The  banks  determine  the 
value  of  a  property  by  how  much 
that  property  would  bring  in  a 
normal  market  if  a  quick  sale  is 
necessary. 

A  South  End  property  may 
have  been  upgraded  until  it  is  worth 
$50,000.  But  if  the  property  is  sur- 
rounded by  properties  worth  only 
half  that  amount,  it  might  wind  up 
selling  for  only  $30,000  in  a  quick 
sale.  Neighborhood  considerations 
affect  the  value  of  any  property, 
and  in  the  South  End,  the  effect  is 
generally  adverse. 

No  bank  will  write  a  mortgage 
for  a  property  if  the  adjacent  build- 
ing is  vacant  or  burned  out.  Banks 
also  consider  whether  there  is 
sufficient  parking  and  good  school- 
ing available  when  they  evaluate  a 
property.  Unfortunately,  all  these 
considerations  are  working  against 
the  South  End.  Because  of  these 


questions,  the  banks  consider  most 
of  the  South  End  a  bad  investment. 

Other  factors  are  working  agamst 
prospective  homeowners  in  the 
South  End.  The  Charlestown  is 
doing  a  significant  amount  of 
mortgaging  in  Dorchester  and  Rox- 
bury  where  Federal  Housing 
Authority  programs  are  function- 
ing. But  the  FHA  programs  are  vir- 
tually inoperative  in  the  South  End. 

Furthermore,  much  of  the  past 
mortgaging  in  the  South  End  was 
done  by  smaller  banks  in  neighbor- 
ing communities  such  as  E.  Boston, 
Maiden,  or  Medford.  Now  these 
banks  can  find  a  sufficient 
demand  for  mortgages  in  their  own 
communities  on  properties  that 
are  usually  better  investments  than 
those  in  the  South  End. 

One  bank  is  attracted  to  the  South 
End.  The  Suffolk-Franklin  has  been 
mortgaging  in  the  South  End  for 
over  10  years,  well  before  the 
Prudential  Center  became  a  reality. 

"When  we  started  mortgaging  in 
the  South  End,"  said  Assistant  Vice 
President  Carl  Ericson,  "properties 
that  today  bring  $25,000  were  sell- 
ing for  $5000.  " 

Ericson  likes  the  South  End,  and 
he  is  probably  the  chief  reason 
that  the  Suffolk- Franklin  is  still 


active  here.  Ericson  believes  his 
investments  have  been  successful. 

In  ten  years  in  the  South  End  the 
Suffolk- Franklin  has  not  had  a 
single  foreclosure,  and  the  delin- 
quency rate  has  proved  to  be  ex- 
tremely low. 

But  the  South  End  needs  more 
friends  in  the  banking  community. 
Any  plans  for  urban  renewal  in  the 
South  End  are  dependent  on  allies 
in  the  banking  community.  But 
very  few  banks  feel  what  Carl 
Ericson  called  "a  responsibility  to 
the  South  End  as  part  of  the  Boston 
community."  The  city's  banks  are 
chartered  in  Suffolk  County  with 
certain  rights  and  privileges  guar- 
anteed to  them  by  law.  It  is  appro- 
priate that  the  banks  repay  the 
citizens  of  Suffolk  County  by  cater- 
ing to  their  needs.  The  South  End 
needs  help  from  the  banking 
community,  and  it  has  not  been 
getting  it. 

Much  of  the  banks'  reasoning  is 
faulty,  simply  a  rationalization  for 
their  lack  of  concern  for  the  future 
of  the  South  End.  The  banks  claim 
that  a  shell  is  worthless  to  them.  It 
has  no  market  value.  But  shells  are 
selling  in  the  South  End  for  $8000 
up  to  $18,000,  and  this  should  be  a 
factor  in  determining  the  market 
value  of  a  shell.  The  lack  of  park- 
ing in  the  South  End  downgrades  the 
value  of  South  End  properties,  but 
it  does  not  appear  to  do  the  same  on 
Beacon  Hill  where  large  mortgages 
are  available  despite  the  absence 
of  any  parking.  The  banks  are  look- 
ing for  excuses  not  to  mort- 
gage in  the  South  End,  and  they  are 
easy  to  find. 

In  the  last  several  years  Boston's 
banks  have  incorjaorated  the  phrase 
"social  responsibility  "  into  their 
public  relations  vocabulary. 

"  Social  responsibility  "  should  be 
defined  as  serving  the  people  in 
this  city  before  venturing  out  to 
make  investments  in  the  suburbs. 

The  improvement  of  the  South  End 
would  benefit  the  entire  city  of 
Boston,  and  that  should  be  suffi- 
cient motivation  to  the  banks  to 
begin  to  lend  a  hand. 


SOUTH  END  BUILDING  INSPECTION  PROGRAM 


The  Urban  Renewal  Plan  for  the 
South  End  Project  Area  provides 
that  each  South  End  property  will 
be  surveyed  and  brought  into  con- 
formance with  the  standards  out- 
lined in  the  Plan  (Section  807). 
Simply  put,  this  means  that  all  the 
properties  in  the  South  End  must 
be  brought  up  to  the  requirements 
of  the  existing  minimum  codes 
and  ordinances  of  the  City  of  Boston 
and  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts.  Moreover,  the 
Federal  Government  requires  cer- 
tification that  properties  in  an 
urban  renewal  area  have  in  fact 
been  brought  up  to  such  stand- 
ards -  all  of  which  are  designed  to 
insure  that  the  property  is  fit  for 
human  habitation. 
Many  South  End  properties  will 
require  no  work  at  all.  Those  that 
do  require  work  will  receive  the 
Authority's  advice  and  assistance, 
as  described  in  the  Plan  (Section 
809).  Additional  aid  is  available  in 
the  form  of  low-interest  (3%),  direct 
Federal  loans  and  direct  Federal 
grants  in  amounts  up  to  $3500 
(available  to  qualified,  low-income 
owner-occupants  for  purposes  of 
rehabilitation).  These  grants  do 
not  have  to  be  repaid. 
It  is  most  important  for  residents 
to  understand  that  rehabilitation 
is,  to  some  extent,  a  flexible  opera- 
tion. Minimum  code  standards 
must,  in  any  case,  be  met.  How- 
ever, further  improvements 
may  be  made,  depending  upon  the 


desire  and  resources  of  the  prop- 
erty owner. 

Unfortunately,  the  rehabilitation 
program  in  the  South  End  is  lagging 
behind  schedule.  To  date,  almost 
2500  properties  remain  to  be  sur- 
veyed by  BRA  staff.  To  remedy 
this  situation,  the  Authority  has 
instituted  new  procedures,  altered 
the  schedule  of  services,  and  ex- 
panded the  teams  of  Rehabilitation 
and  Finance  Specialists  assigned 
to  the  South  End  Project. 
Surveys  are  the  only  means  by 
which  the  Authority  can  determine 
the  condition  of  a  property.  These 
surveys  will  be  carried  out  on  a 
block-by-block  and  area-by-area 
basis.  Building  or  housing  code 
violations  and  deficiencies  will  be 
identified  immediately,  so  that  the 
assistance  may  be  offered  prompt- 
ly. //  firm  rehabilitation  plans  are 
not  forthcoming  within  sixty  days, 
the  Authority  has  no  choice  but  to 
recommend  that  enforcement 
action  be  taken  against  the  owner 
by  the  authorized  City  department. 
Such  action  will  ultimately  prove 
costly,  inconvenient,  and  time- 
consuming  to  all  involved.  The 
Authority,  therefore,  wishes  to 
avoid  this  action  through  the  Re- 
habilitation Assistance  Program. 
In  short,  the  Authority  will  now 
emphasize  code  enforcement  - 
bringing  all  South  End  properties 
up  to  code  standards.  The  emphasis 
on  code  enforcement  is  not  taken 
lightly  by  the  BRA,  and  it  is  hoped 


that  the  community  will  meet 
this  change  in  a  similar  spirit.  For 
the  change  is  urgently  nec(:t  :ary, 
if  the  South  End  is  to  become  a 
safe,  decent  place  for  all  residents.

DERBY  PARK 


The  BRA  is  in  the  process  of  ac- 
quiring the  remaining  properties 
in  parcel  21  which  will  become 
Derby  Park.  This  parcel  is  bounded 
by  Shawmut  Ave.,  Ball  St.,  Lenox 
St.  and  Washington  St. 
Because  the  Roxse,  Camfield 
Gardens  and  Tuckerman  housing 
units  will  be  occupied  before  com- 
pletion of  the  new  Carter  School, 
there  will  be  an  acute  shortage  of 
classroom  space  in  that  area  for 
the  next  three  years. 
The  BRA  has  agreed  to  lease  part  of 
this  tract  to  the  Public  Facilities 
Department  for  the  construction  of 
a  temporary  school  which  will 
contain  six  classrooms. 
SEPAC  representatives  from 
District  9  who  have  been  partici- 
pating in  the  design  of  Derby  Park 
say  that  the  school  will  in  no  way 
interfere  with  the  functions 
planned  for  the  park  and  in  fact 
could  prove  useful  for  indoor 
park  activities  when  it  is  no 
longer  needed  as  a  school.

TIPS  FROM  THE  LEGAL 
ASSISTANCE  PROJECT 

The  Boston  Legal  Assistance  Project 
provides  free  legal  advice  and 
services.  It  is  located  at  505 
Columbus  Ave. 

If  there  are  housing  code  violations 
in  your  living  unit,  you  can  take 
positive  action. 

1 .  You  must  be  completely  paid  up 
to  date  in  your  rent. 

2.  Go  to  the  Boston  Legal  Assistance 
Project  or  call  them  at  261-8750. 

3.  You  will  be  provided  with  a  hous- 
ing inspection  form  to  fill  out. 

4.  Housing  inspectors  will  come  to 
your  house  or  apartment. 

5.  If  they  find  violations,  you  will 
be  permitted  under  law  to  with- 
hold your  rent  until  the  violations 
are  removed. 

6.  The  law  protects  you  from  being 
evicted  simply  because  you  filled 
out  a  housing  inspection  request. 

If  you  receive  an  eviction  notice: 

1 .  Go  immediately  to  the  Boston 
Legal  Assistance  Project. 

2.  Do  not  wait  until  the  day  of  the 
scheduled  eviction. 
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WHAT  SEPAC  IS 


In  the  year  that  the  South  End  Project  Area 
Committee  (SEPAC)  has  existed,  we  have  learned  a 
few  things.  One  of  them  is  that  many  of  the  people 
we  represent  do  not  know  who  we  are  or  why  we  are 
here.  They  think  we  are  a  government  agency  or  an 
agent  of  the  BRA,  or  that  we  have  something  to  do 
with  the  Welfare  Department.  We  are  none  of  these 
things;  we  are  an  organization  of  South  End  residents, 
brought  together  to  make  sure  that  Urban  Renewal  in 
the  South  End  does  what  the  people  who  live  here 
want  it  to  do. 

The  thirty-five  members  of  SEPAC  were 
elected  on  July  26-28,  1969.  The  South  End  was 
divided  into  fourteen  districts  of  approximately  1  200 
adults  each  and  two  representatives  were  elected  in

each  district.  Seven  more  were  elected  from  the  area 
as  a  whole  (members  at  large).  These  representatives 
are  your  neighbors,  who  chose  to  run  for  this  com- 
mittee because  they  are  interested  in  what  is  happen- 
ing in  this  city  and  in  what  it  means  to  them  and  their 
children,  and  to  you  and  your  children.  Most  have 
lived  for  years  in  the  South  End;  some  have  lived  here 
all  their  lives. 

On  the  inside  page  of  this  newsletter  are  a 
map  showing  the  SEPAC  districts  and  a  list  of  SEPAC 
members  with  their  addresses  and  phone  numbers. 
If  the  city  is  doing  something  with  housing  or  streets 
or  public  facilities  that  you  don't  like,  or  if  the  city 
is  not  doing  something  in  these  areas  you  think  should 
be  done,  get  in  touch  with  your  SEPAC  representative.

Since  SEPAC's  reason  for  being  is  urban 
renewal,  its  powers  and  procedures  are  geared  to 
advising  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  (BRA) 
on  urban  renewal  activities  in  the  South  End. 

Before  any  plan  within  the  urban  renewal 
program  in  Boston  can  be  carried  out,  it  must  be 
approved  by  the  BRA  Board,  consisting  of  five  ap- 
pointed members,  James  G.  Colbert,  Robert  L. 


Farrell,  Patrick  Boccanfuso,  Paul  J.  Burns  and 
Joseph  Walsh.  This  Board  meets  at  intervals  of  not 
more  than  three  weeks;  proposals  are  presented  to 
it  in  the  form  of  Board  Memoranda.  Those  which 
affect  the  South  End  are  sent  to  all  SEPAC  members, 
who  review  them.  The  vote  of  SEPAC  on  these  issues 
is  one  of  the  deciding  factors  in  the  vote  of  the  BRA 
Board.

proposal,  it  does  have  the  power  to  veto  it  before 
it  reaches  the  Board.  The  BRA  Director,  as  a  rule, 
does  not  present  a  proposal  vetoed  by  SEPAC  to 
the  Board  at  all.  So  far,  SEPAC  has  employed 
this  veto  only  twice.  Once  was  with  respect  to  a 
commercial  building  proposed  for  the  Southeast 
corner  of  Washington  and  E.  Berkeley  Streets, 
when  it  was  felt  that  a  better  use  would  be  found 
as  this  corner  improves  with  the  removal  of  the 
Elevated  train;  the  other  was  with  regard  to  new 
housing  being  built  at  the  corners  of  Shawmut 
Avenue  and  Rutland  Street,  and  Newland  Street 
and  West  Concord  Street.  When  adequate  play 
space  was  provided  near  this  housing,  removing 
SEPAC's  chief  objection,  the  vote  was  reversed. 

As  SEPAC's  direct  concern  is  to  see  that 
physical  change  in  the  South  End  follows  social 
need,  committees  have  been  formed  to  deal  with 


such  issues     Lducation,  liousiiig,  I'aiks,  ui 
tural  Affairs,  Roads,  PubUc  UtiUties  and  Eco- 
nomic Development.  These  committees  are  made 
up  not  only  of  SEPAC  members  but  of  other 
interested  citizens  as  well.  They  get  as  much 
information  as  they  can  as  to  what  a  development 
will  mean  in  the  community,  and  present  this 
information  at  the  SEPAC  meetings.  At  the 
moment,  the  SEPAC  education  committee  is 
working  with  a  larger  group  of  residents  to  decide 
on  the  best  use  for  the  Mackey  School  and  other 
schools  in  the  area. 

It  is  only  gradually  that  SEPAC  is  learning 
what  it  can  and  cannot  do.  This  first  year  has  been 
one  of  experiment  and  learning.  Two  things  are 
growing  out  of  this:  a  broader  base  of  communica- 
tion within  the  community,  and  a  more  direct  line 
to  information  from  the  BRA. 


THE  NEW  HARRIET  TUBMAN  HOUSE 


A  modern  new  $500,000.  Harriet  Tubman 
House  will  soon  be  built  by  United  South  End 
Settlements  at  the  corner  of  Massachusetts  and 
Columbus  Avenues.  This  will  replace  the  HolyOke 
Street  Tubman  House,  which  has  served  the  com- 
munity since  the  turn  of  the  century. 

The  new  building  will  be  three  stories, 
vandal  resistant  and  fireproof.  The  outside  will  be 
masonry  at  street  level,  with  a  glass  enclosed  court- 
yard facing  the  South.  It  has  been  designed  by 
StuU  Associates  of  Boston. 

One  feature  of  this  facility  will  be  a  multi- 
purpose room  which  will  seat  200  people  theater 
style  or  130  at  tables,  says  Kenneth  L.  Brpwii, 
Executive  Director  of  U.S.L.S.  Others  include  a 
Neighborhood  Development  Department  with 
offices  for  community  organization  workers  and 
a  housing  specialist,  a  Social  Services  Department 


with  a  Day  Care  unit  accomodating  45  children 
and  including  all  needed  teachers'  facilities,  a 
Group  Enrichment  Department  with  class  rooms, 
club  rooms,  offices  and  a  home-ma^tng  unit.  There 
will  also  be  doctors'  offices,  two  family-counselling 
offices,  and  an  office  and  small  lounge  for  the 
elderly.  Naturally  there  will  also  be  administrative 
offices  and  store-rooms. 

The  U.S.E.S.  has  already  raised  S350.OO0. 
toward  this  project  and  will  soon  be  starting  a  "Buy 
a  Brick"  campaign  in  the  community  to  help  make 
up  the  rest  of  the  needed  funds. 

United  South  End  Settlements  is  made  up 
of  six  settlement  houses  (Children's  Art  Centre, 
Shawmut  Neighborhood  Center,  South  Bay  Union, 
and  South  End  House)  and  conducts  a  program  of 
community  development,  social  services  and  cu! 
tural  enrichment. 
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THE  NEW  BLACKSTONE  SCHOOL 


Public  Facilities  Department  Director, 
Robert  T.  Kenney  announced  recently  that  plans 
for  the  Blackstone  School  took  a  great  step  forward 
with  School  Department  approval  of  the  new  school's 
elementary  educational  program. 

A  community  group  formed  of  representa- 
tives of  a  number  of  South  End  organizations  worked 
together  to  write  the  educational  guidelines  that  will 
assist  the  architect  in  designing  the  1 ,000  pupil 
school  to  be  built  on  the  corner  of  Shawmut  Avenue 
and  West  Brookline  Street. 

Boston's  Public  Facilities  Department,  the 
Educational  Planning  Center,  Architect  Don  Stull, 
representatives  of  South  End  organizations  such  as 
the  South  End  Community  Education  Council,  the 
Emergency  Tenants  Council  and  United  South  End 
Settlements  have  been  and  will  continue  planning 
the  community  services  that  will  be  built  into  the 
new  facility.  Three  old  South  End  schools  will  be 
replaced  by  the  Blackstone  and  other  schools:  the 
Bates,  built  in  1884;  the  Bancroft,  built  in  1870; 
and  the  Williams,  built  in  1892. 

A  swimming  pool,  health  clinic  and  language 
center  are  among  the  community  features  being 
discussed  for  the  Blackstone  School.  The  three 
story  J.  J.  Williams  Building  now  on  the  site  will  be 
incorporated  into  the  new  school.  Its  third  floor 
will  house  a  full  sized  gymnasium  and  the  second, 
an  auditorium  and  multi-purpose  room.  The  South 


End  Health  Clinic,  which  at  present  occupies  space 
on  the  Williams  Building's  ground  floor,  has  requested 
the  use  of  the  entire  fi^rst  floor  for  a  proposed  ex- 
pansion of  their  neighborhood  oriented  liealth  pro- 
gram. 

Mr.  Kenney  said,  "The  school  is  meant  to  be 
a  community  facility.  Its  recreation  areas  sucii  as  the 
gymnasium  will  remain  open  for  community  use 
after  school  hours  and  during  the  summer  months." 
He  added  that,  "The  more  the  community  participates 
ill  the  planning  and  design  of  the  school  the  more 
valid  and  usable  a  facility  it  will  be." 

Special  features  being  discussed  for  the  school 
include  elaborate  language  laboratories  and  programs 
for  Spanish  speaking  students,  an  exercise  room,  a 
well  equipped  music  room  and  a  photography  dark 
room.  Don  Stull,  the  architect,  commented  on  the 
community  facilities  being  planned  for  the  building 
saying,  "There  are  a  number  of  important  community^ 
buildings  and  planning  concepts  underway  for  the 
South  End,  the  U.S.E.S.  building,  the  Tubman  build- 
ing and  the  Franklin  Square  House  as  well  as  ETC's 
comprehensive  plan  for  the  central  area.  We  are 
going  to  try  to  coordinate  with  these  efforts  to 
avoid  duplication  and  error  so  that  the  South  End 
community  can  benefit  from  a  wide  range  of  useful 
and  complementary  services." 

Construction  is  expected  to  start  on  the 
school  in  the  Spring  of  1  972.

Those \/i  you  who  do  not  have  street  lights 
on  your  streets  or  whose  streets  have  been  dug  up 
for  street  lights  that  have  not  yet  appeared  may 
wonder  what  is  going  on;  here  is  part  of  it.  The  old 
acorn  lights  which  have  been  removed  or  are  being 
removed  belonged  to  Boston  Edison.  The  new  lights 
will  belong  to  the  City  of  Boston.  They  are  being 
installed  as  follows:  First,  the  BRA  puts  m  the 
bases;  then,  the  Department  of  Public  W  orks  puts 
in  the  poles;  finally,  Boston  Edison  installs  the 
wiring  and  turns  them  on.  These  efforts  do  not 
seem  to  be  altogether  coordinated  in  some  areas. 

Six  contracts  have  been  let  by  the  BRA  for 
installation  of  bases.  All  of  these  have  lieeii  com- 
pleted. One  more  is  pending  which  will  melude 
W.  Newton  Street  and  Shawmut  Avenue.  When 
this  contract  is  completed  nearly  all  streets  in  the 
South  End  will  be  ready  for  the  new  globe  lights. 
By  February  I,  1971,  the  Department  of  Public 
Works  has  promised  to  have  the  poles  and  globes 
installed  on  about  half  of  the  streets  that  vvere  dug 
up  last  summer.  Work  is  in  progress  m  the  l  ight 
Streets  area  now.  The  process  will  n)ntinue  on 
other  streets  after  February  1  until  the  ne\v  fix- 
tures have  been  installed  on  all  streets,  repl.ieing 
the  temporary  "star  light"  fixtures  tli.ii  weie 
installed  on  some  streets  over  a  year  .igo

NOTES  FROM  THE  BRA 

The  renovation  of  the  William  E.  Carter  Play- 
ground has  been  completed.  The  work,  paid  for 
by  the  BRA,  included  the  installation  of  a 
sprinkler  system,  the  resodding  of  the  entire 
playing  field,  and  (during  the  summer  of  1969) 
the  installation  of  new  lighting. 

Tremont  Homes  has  received  a  tentative  reserva- 
tion of  funds  from  the  Federal  Housing  Administra- 
tion (FHA).  Construction  of  the  82-unit  develop- 
ment is  expected  to  begin  this  spring. 

Joseph  Tuckerman  Homes  began  construction  in 
November,  1970.  Construction  of  the  282-unit 
development  is  expected  to  take  1  8  months. 

The  new  South  End  Library,  located  at  the  corner 
of  Tremont  and  West  Newton  Streets,  is  expected 
to  open  its  doors  to  the  public  this  spring. 

THE  YEAR  THAT  WAS  MAJOR  EVENTS  OF  1970 

During  the  past  year,  the  South  l  iul  became 
one  of  the  busiest  sections  of  Boston.  By  the  end  ol 


1970,  1 157  units  of  new  housing  were  under  con-  '  f^, 
struction  in  the  South  End,  the  greatest  such  con- 
struction  activity  in  the  city.  Additional  new  housinf 
is  expected  to  begin  construction  this  spring. 

The  past  year  also  saw  the  resolution  of  the 
longstanding  problem  of  adequate  street  lighting  for 
the  South  End.  Durmg  the  spring  and  summer,  BRA 
contracts  for  the  installation  of  bases  for  the  new 
lights  were  executed.  Poles  are  currently  being 
erected  by  the  City  of  Boston. 

Recreational  space  in  the  South  End  *  ' 

expanded  with  the  completion  and  dedication  of 
James  Hayes  Park  (Warren  Avenue  and  West  Canton 
Street).  By  fall,  the  extensive  improvements  to  the 
Carter  Playground  were  also  finished. 

Meanwhile,  Phases  I  and  II  of  the  new  * 
Wholesale  Flower  Mart  on  Albany  Street  were 
completed.  The  new  mart,  replacing  the  old  struc- 
ture on  Tremont  Street,  has  been  operating  for 
several  months. 

Construction  continued  on  the  new  South 
End  Library,  as  the  South  End  turned  more  and 
more  to  educational  issues.  Residents  joined  the 
BRA  and  other  city  agencies  to  discuss  plans  tor 
the  new  Blackstone  Elementary  School,  the  Carter 
Elementary  and  Middle  Schools,  and  the  new 
Williams  School  replacement. 
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HOUSING  INFORMATION 


In  the  South  End,  there  are  two  new  housing 
developments  now  taking  applications.  These  are 
ROXSE  and  Methunion  Manor. 

Both  developments  will  be  30%  leased  hous- 
ing, which  means  the  tenant  with  low  income  pays 
what  he  can  reasonably  afford  and  the  rest  is  paid 
out  of  public  funds. 

ROXSE  is  hoping  to  start  occupancy  in  late 
January,  and  will  have  59  one  bedroom  units  at 
$123.00  a  month,  121  two  bedroom  units  at 
$145.00  a  month,  1 17  three  bedroom  units  at 
$  1 66.00  a  month  and  66  four  bedroom  units  at 
$188.00  a  month.  These  rents  include  all  utilities. 
At  the  moment,  ROXSE  can  take  no  more  apphca- 
tions  for  leased  housing  as  they  already  have  more 
applications  than  apartments  available  under  this 
plan.  To  apply  for  apartments  at  the  rents  quoted 
above,  you  must  go  to  the  rental  office  in  person 
and  pay  a  $6.00  filing  fee.  The  office  is  on  the 
site,  just  off  Tremont  Street  in  the  block  behind 


Slade's  (signs  can  be  seen  from  the  900  block  of 
Tremont  Street)  and  is  open  from  9  A.M.  to  5  P.M. 
The  phone  number  is  445-0333. 

Two  of  the  four  Methunion  Manor  buildings 
should  be  ready  for  occupancy  by  early  February, 
the  other  two  some  time  next  Spring.  There  will  be 
1 50  units  altogether,  ranging  in  size  from  one  to 
four  bedrooms,  with  rents  of  SI 45.00  for  one  bed- 
room, $  1 7 1 .00  for  two  bedrooms,  $  1 95 .00  for  three 
bedrooms  and  $222.00  for  four  bedrooms.  Included 
are  all  utihties  and  parking.  The  rental  office  is  in 
the  Union  United  Methodist  Church  at  485  Columbus 
Avenue  (West  Newton  Street  entrance).  Again,  there 
is  a  $6.00  fihng  fee  and  application  must  be  made  in 
person.  This  office  is  open  from  9  A.M.  to  6  P.M. 
weekdays  and  from  1 0  A.M.  to  2  P.M.  on  Saturdays.

For  more  general  information  on  housing  in 
the  Boston  area,  call  the  Boston  Housing  Authority

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The  BRA  Site  Office  is  continuing  its  efforts  to  complete  surveys 
on  all  South  End  properties,  as  provided-for  in  the  Urban  Renewal 
Plan.  By  the  end  of  1970,  nearly  half  of  the  properties  in  the 
South  End  had  been  surveyed  to  make  certain  that  they  conform 
to  local  building  and  safety  codes.  Many  of  the  buildings  needed 
no  correction  at  all.  Many  of  the  others  have  been  brought  up  to 
standard  with  Federal  rehabilitation  grants  and/or  low-interest 
loans  available  through  the  Finance  Department  of  the  Site  Office.

SOUTH  END  SCHOOLS  -  WHAT  NEXT? 

The  school  situation  in  the  South  I  lul  of 
Boston  has  now  reached  a  crucial  stage.  With  the 
work  and  interest  of  the  citizens  whose  children 
attend  these  schools,  a  major  classroom  shortage 
can  be  averted,  and  the  general  quality  of  education 
can  be  raised  to  an  acceptable  level. 

There  are  at  present  eight  public  schools  in 
operation  in  the  South  End.  They  are  the  following:

De  las  escuelas  arriba  mencionadas  con  la  excepcion 
de  las  Escuelas  Lincoln,  Mackey,  y  Hurley,  todas  las 
demas  seran  reemplazadas  por  nuevas  escuelas,  y 
Mackey  cambiara  su  estructura  en  cuanto  a  grados. 
El  South  End  no  tiene  escuela  superior  ("high  school"). 
Los  estudianlcs  de  escuela  superior  residentes  en  el 
Soutli  End  son  transportados  por  medio  de  guaguas 
o  autobuses  a  escuelas  superiores  en  Brighton  y  otras 
zonas  (esto  incluye  los  matriculados  en  Ingles  y 
Latino,  etc.).  Tan  pronto  termine  la  construccion 
de  la  Escuela  Superior  Campus  que  estara  ubicada 
en  los  limites  de  Roxbury,  es  muy  se^uro  que  los 
estudiantes  del  South  End  acudan  alii. 

Las  escuelas  en  la  lista  anterior  acomoda 
2782  ninos.  Es  obvio  que  el  ni^imero  de  ninos  en 
el  South  End  es  mayor,  y  que  muchos  asisten  a 
escuelas  privadas  o  paroquiales,  se  transportan  en 
guaguas  a  escuelas  en  los  alrededores  o  no  acuden 
a  la  escuela.  Un  grupo  muy  especial  entre  estos 
nifios  que  no  asisten  a  la  escuela  son  ninos  de  habla 
hispana.  Muchos  de  ellos  han  venido  aqui  con  sus 
padres  durante  los  ultimos  diez  anos.  Carecemos 
de  estadisticas  y  por  tanto  es  muy  dificil  calcular 
el  numero  de  niiios  en  esta  clasificacion,  pero  el 
programa  escolar  bilingiie  tal  como  existe  en  el 
presente  no  es  lo  suficientemente  adecuado. 

El  proceso  a  seguir  en  el  estado  de  Massa- 
chusetts para  construir  una  escuela  es  sumamente 
complicado  por  la  Ley  de  Balance  Racial  (vea 
Noticiario  del  SEPAC  No.  4).  Aunque  la  misma 
fue  designada  con  el  unico  proposito  de  asegurarse 
de  que  la  ciudad  recibiera  una  porcion  justa  de 
dinero  y  ayuda,  esta  ley  ha  sehalado  un  ni6todo 
muy  complicado  para  deterniinar  lugares  donde  se 
estableceran  las  escuelas  y  las  barreras  de  los  distritos, 
el  sistema  tambien  envuelve  mucha  perdida  de 
tiempo.  No  obstante  hay  que  aceptarlo  ya  que  la 
contribucion  de  un  65  'Jc  de  dinero  por  el  estado  no 
sera  otorgado  a  menos  que  no  se  sigan  al  pie  de  la 
letra  las  disposiciones  de  la  ley.  Una  vez  el  lugar 
haya  sido  aprobado  por  el  Departamento  de 
Educacion  y  el  Departamento  Escolar  de  Boston 
en  conformidad  con  lo  dispuesto  por  la  ley,  se 
comenzaran  los  planes  de  contruccion.  Esto  es 
ejecutado  por  el  Centro  Educativo  de  Planeamiento 
del  Departamento  Escolar  trabajando  conjuntamente 
con  los  vecinos  del  lugar  donde  la  escuela  habra  de 
ser  edificada.  Ellos  deciden  el  piano  del  edificio 
y  el  programa  escolar  a  instiluirse. 

El  Departamento  Escolar  de  Boston  favorece 
un  nuevo  enfoque  que  elimina  el  mantener  a  los 
nifios  inmoviles  y  silenciosos  y  separailos  estricta- 
mente  por  edades,  ya  (jue  se  ha  probado  que  esto 
solo  contribuye  a  que  los  ninos  se  sientan  Irisles  y 
asustados  creando  serios  probleinas  de  apreiuli/aje. 
Por  consiguientc,  las  nuevas  escuelas  seriin  const ruidas 
con  espacio  que  puede  ser  lacilmenle  adaptailo 
segun  las  necesidades  y  con  [lupities  nu)vibles. 


Of  these,  all  but  the  Lincoln,  Mackey  and  Hurley 
will  be  replaced  by  new  schools,  and  the  Lincoln 
and  the  Mackey  will  change  their  grade  structure. 
There  are  no  public  high  schools  in  the  South  End. 
High  school  students  are  now  bussetl  to  scho('»ls  in 
Brighton  and  other  areas  (this  includes  some  who 
attend  the  city-wide  schools,  English,  Laim.  etc.). 
When  the  new  Campus  High  School  is  built  just  over 
the  line  in  Roxbury,  this  will  probabl.\  be  where  South 
End  students  go. 

The  schools  in  the  above  table  account  for 
2782  children.  It  seems  likely  that  there  are  (imte 
a  few  more  living  here,  either  attemlinf  priv;iic  or 
parochial  schools,  riding  busses  to  ouil\  schools 
or  not  in  school.  A  special  group  amoii;j  the  out 
of  school  children  are  the  Spaiiisli-spc.ilsiii;j  eliildren, 
most  of  whom  have  arrived  with  tiKii  paienis  over 
the  past  ten  years.  As  few  statistics  h.ivc  Ihcii  kept, 
it  is  hard  to  know  exactly  how  inan>  oi  tiusc 
children  there  are,  but  it  seems  cei  i.im  ili.it  ihe  si/e 
of  the  bilingual  program  is  not  ure.ii  enoii<jli  .is  it 
stands.

Hasta  el  momento,  los  miembros  de  la 
comunidad  que  han  particpado  en  los  planes, 
estan  de  acuerdo  que  los  canibios  efectuados  son 
muy  favorables.

Uii  factor  muy  importante  es  el  hecho  de 
que  los  miembros  de  la  comunidad  deben  manten- 
erse  activos  durante  todo  el  proceso  para  asegurarse 
de  que  obtendran  lo  que  desean.

El  motivo  principal  por  el  cual  todo  esto 
se  ha  podido  efectuar,  aparte  de  que  las  escuelas 
estaban  muy  viejas  y  necesitaban  ser  sustituidas,  es 
el  hecho  de  que  con  todas  las  modernas  construcciones 
casi  terminadas,  la  afluencia  de  nihos  sera  tan  grande 
que  no  habra  escuela  para  todos.  Estadisticas  compil- 


members  working  on  the  schools  have  agreed  that 
these  changes  are  very  much  to  the  good.  Recent 
experience  shows  that  the  process  of  working  with 
the  community  to  plan  the  schools  takes  about  a 
year  or  a  year  and  a  half. 

The  plan  drawn  up  by  the  community  is 
submitted  to  the  School  Department  for  approval 
and  any  changes  they  find  necessary.  It  is  then  sent 
to  the  Public  Facilities  Department  which  draws  up 
design  specifications  and  chooses  an  architect.  The 
School  Department  checks  over  these  specifications; 
once  they  have  been  approved  the  architect  works 
with  the  community  in  designing  the  school.  This 
process,  again,  takes  about  a  year. 

An  important  factor  in  all  this  is  that  the 
community  members  must  remain  involved  through 
the  whole  process  in  order  to  be  sure  of  getting  what 
is  needed.   So  far,  active  groups  have  been  formed 
around  each  of  the  schools  in  progress. 

Of  the  schools  currently  being  planned,  the 
new  Quincy  School,  the  new  Blackstone  School  and 
the  Carter  Educational  Complex  are  all  in  the  architec- 
tural stage.  The  Quincy  School,  while  not  actually  in 
the  South  End,  will  be  taking  children  from  Castle 


Square  and  nearby  streets.  The  architect  for  the 
Blackstone  School  expects  to  have  a  model  ready 
for  review  by  the  community  by  the  beginning  of 
April,  so  that  a  meeting  can  be  held  in  mid-April 
to  vote  on  it.  The  Blackstone  and  Quincy  schools 
will  be  absorbing  the  children  now  attending  the 
Williams  School,  which  will  be  replaced  by  a  middle 
school  (grades  6-8)  of  the  same  name.  F'or  some  time, 
changing  the  Mackey  School  to  a  middle  school  was 
considered,  but  its  location  and  the  many  changes 
in  the  building  that  would  be  needed  have  caused 
the  connnittee  working  on  this  to  decide  that  it 
should  remain  an  elementary  school  (grades  K-5)  with

Con- 
sisting of  100  low-  and  moderate-income  apartments, 
South  End  Tenants*  Houses  (as  the  project  is  called) 
is  expected  to  become  available  for  occupancy  this 
fall.  This  unique  project  marks  the  first  time  in  the 
country  that  tenants  have  become  redevelopers  in 
an  urban  renewal  area.

El  Concilio  agoto  todos  sus  recursos  legales  como 
niedidas  de  defensa  (incluyendo  huelga  de  alquileres), 
la  Corte  Rabinica  de  Justicia  de  las  Sinagogas 
Asociadas  de  Massachusetts  acordaron  arbitrar  el 
caso  para  evitar  un  encuentro  directo  entre  los 
propietarios  y  la  organizacion  de  inquilinos. 

Luego  de  conducir  una  serie  de  negociaciones 
y  cuando  era  bien  claro  que  los  problemas  no 
cesarian,  un  plan  propuesto  por  el  BRA  se  puso  en 
ejecucion.  Bajo  ese  plan,  el  BRA  obtendria  los 
edificios  de  los  propietarios  con  el  fin  de  rehabilitarlos 
y  luego  se  los  cederia  a  los  inquilinos  que  los  ocuparan 
a  un  bajo  costo.  El  BRA  acordo  traspasar  100 
edificios  al  Concilio. 

En  febrero  del  1971,  los  primeros  veinte 
edificios  fueron  traspasados  a  la  corporacion  de 
inquilinos.  Estas  propiedades  radican  en  un  area 
de  seis  manzanas  (en  el  vecindario  de  la  Avenida 
Massachusetts,  las  calles  Rutland,  West  Springfield, 
y  West  Concord,  y  la  Avenida  Columbus)  y  comprend- 
era  100  apartamientos,  incluyendo  20  del  tipo 
eficiencia  que  se  alquilaran  por  $1 18.13  al  mes; 
34  unidades  de  un  cuarto  de  dormitorio  que  pagaran 
$129.37;  27  unidades  con  dos  cuartos  de  dormitorios 
para  alquilarse  por  $  1 60.3 1 ;  1 5  unidades  con  tres 
dormitorios  por  $  1 7 1 .56  al  mes;  y  4  unidades  con 
cuatro  dormitorios  por  $177.19  al  mes. 

Ademas  de  el  subsidio  de  renta  disponible  por 
mediacion  del  Gobierno  Federal,  la  Autoridad  de 
Hogares  de  Boston  (BHA)  ofrecera  subsidios  mediante 
su  Programa  de  Arrendamiento  de  Hogares.  Bajo 
€ste  plan,  las  familias  pagan  un  porciento  fijo  de  sus 
ingresos  por  concepto  de  alquiler,  y  la  Autoridad 
de  Hogares  proveera  la  diferencia.  » 

Encabezando  la  Corporacion  de  Inquilinos 
figuran  la  Sra.  Marion  Dawson  como  presidenta, 
asistida  por  la  Sra.  Carolyn  Williams,  vice  presidenta; 
la  Sra.  Mary  Longley  es  tesorera;  y  la  Sra.  Judy 
Rodriquez  es  secretaria.  Otros  miembros  de  la  Junta 
de  Directores  son  Lou  Rodriquez,  Larry  Robinson, 
Ulysses  Shelton,  Charles  Grigsby,  y  Herbert  Hemingway 
Con  ellos  trabajan  muy  de  cerca  la  Comunidad  de 
Desarrollo  del  South  End,  Inc.  (SECD),  como 
consultantes,  bajo  la  direccion  de  Robert  Whittlesey; 
Don  Stull  y  Asociados,  arquitectos;  Lester  Cleniente 
y  Ben  Polishook,  contratistas;  y  Tom  Simmons, 
abogado.  La  corporacion  ha  recibido  una  asignaci6n 


Tenants'  Development  Corpuraiioii  (1 IX  ) 
grew  out  of  the  South  End  Tenants'  C  ouncil  (SETC), 
which  was  organized  in  1968  to  combat  the  negligence 
of  certain  absentee  landlords  with  latijc-  holdings  in 
the  South  End.  After  SETC  had  exliausled  all  K-gal 
means  of  redress  (including  a  rent  sirikr)  llie 
Rabbinical  Court  of  Justice  of  the  Associated 
Synagogues  of  Massachusetts  agreed  to  arbitrate 
the  case  in  order  to  avoid  a  confrontation  between 
the  landlords  and  the  tenant  organi/alion. 

When,  after  a  series  of  negoliaiioiis,  it 
became  apparent  that  difficulties  would  continue 
between  the  two  parties,  a  plan  was  proposed  under 
which  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  would 
acquire  the  buildings  from  one  of  the  landlords  ior 
rehabilitation  and  turn  them  over  at  reduced  tost  to 
the  tenants  occupying  them.  As  a  result,  the  BRA 
agreed  to  provide  SETC  with  100  buildings  for 
rehabilitation. 

In  February,  1971,  the  first  20  buildings  were 
conveyed  to  TDC.  These  properties  (generally 
located  within  a  six-block  area  on  Massachusetts 
Avenue,  Rutland  Street,  West  Sprinulidd  Street, 
Columbus  Avenue,  and  West  Concord  Street)  will 
accommodate  a  total  of  100  apartments,  including 
20  efficiencies  to  rent  at  SI  I  H.I  3:  34  one-bedroom 
units  at  $129.37;  27  two-bedroom  units  at  SU>0.3I; 
15  three-bedroom  units  at  SI  7)  ..^d:  and  4  four-bed- 
room units  at  $171 .56;  and  4  four-bedroom  units  at 
$177.19.  In  addition  to  the  Federal  rent  supplement 
program,  the  Boston  Housing  Authorit>  (BH  A> 
further  subsidize  rentals  through  its  Le.iseJ  Housinc 
Program.  Under  this  arrangement.  liie  lamilies  pay 
only  a  set  percentage  of  their  inonihl>  uK\>iue  lor 
rent,  with  the  difference  maile  up  In  ihe  HI!  \

EDIFICIOS  VACIOS 

El  Soujh  End  de  Boston  tiene  cientos  de 
edificios  vacios.  Muchos  no  estan  clausurados, 
otros  ofrecen  peligro  de  fuego  y  otros  estan 
en  tan  mal  estado  que  son  una  amenaza  ya  que 
pueden  desplomarse.  Tres  de  ellos  se  han  desplo- 
niado  en  los  ultimos  tres  meses  y  tres  per^onas 
sufriejon  lesiones.  Cada  edificio  construido  en 
una  linea  de  edificios  que  se  desploma  aumenta 
la  posibilidad  de  despjome  de  el  edificio  adyacente 
y  otros  en  la  misma  linea.  Todo  edificio  ques  no 
esta  clausurado  es  una  tentacion  para  los  nifios. 
Si  a  usted  le  preocupa  el  estado  de  algun  edificio 
en  su  vecindario,  avise  a  su  representante  del 
SEPAC  e  indiquele  la  direccion  de  ese  edificio. 
Mediante  intervencion  del  BRA  y  la  Ciudad  de 
Boston,  el  SEPAC  esta  ahora  en  una  posicion

EMPTY  BUILDINGS     A  HAZARD 

The  South  End  of  Boston  contains  hundreds 
of  empty  buildings.  Many  of  these  are- not, boarded 
up,  others  are  fire  hazards  and  some  are  so  badly 
maintained  as  to  be  in  danger  of  falling  down.  Three^ 
have  fallen  down  in  the  last  few  months;  three  people 
have  been  injured.  Any  building  in  a  row  of  buildings 
that  falls  down  endangers  the  rest  of  that  row.  Any 
building  that  burns  in  a  row  endangers  the  rest.  Any 
empty  building  that  is  not  boarded  up  is  tempting 
and  dangerous  to  children.  If  you  are  concerned 
about  such  a  building  in  your  own  neighborhood, 
contact  your  SEPAC  representative  and  tell  him 
where  it  is.  Through  an  arrangement  with  the  BRA 
and  the  City  of  Boston,  SEPAC  is  now  in  a  position 
to  put  pressure  on  the  owners  of  these  buildings, 
including  the  BRA,  to  bring  them  up  to  standard 
or  to  sell  them  to  someone  who  will.

A  new  SEPAC  is  soon  to  be  elected.  There 
will  be  two  members  elected  from  each  of  the  four- 
teen districts,  and  nine  at  large  members.  25  signa- 
tures are  needed  to  run  for  district  representative. 
50  signatures  to  run  for  at  large  representative 
Anyone,  living  in  the  SEPAC  area,  who  was  1  7 
years  old  or  more  on  January  1 ,  1 97 1 ,  is  eligible 
to  vote  or  run  if  he  is  on  the  1 97 1  police  lists  or 
on  the  1970  voter  registration  list.  If  not,  he  can 
become  eligible  by  showing  reasonable  proof  of 
residence. 

Nomination  papers  became  available  at 
South  End  Little  City  Hall  on  May  26,  and  must  be 
filed  by  June  10.  The  election  will  be  held  on  Sunday 
and  Monday,  June  27  and  28.

Rentas  en  Boston  es  de  gran  interes  para 
inquilinos  y  propietarios  por  igual. 
Esta  incluye  aumentos  de  alquiler  y 
deshaucios  en  casi  todos  los  edificios 
de  alquiler.     Las  excepciones  son:

apelacion.     (Un  inquilino  que  haya 
recibido  un  aumento  que  se  considers 
ilegal  debe  solicitar  una  rebaja 
immediatamente  a  traves  de  la  Junta.

El  inquilino  debe  presentar  su 
apelacion  de  alquiler  excesivo  en  el 
termino  de  catorce  dias  despues  de 
recibir  la  notif icacion.     Si  existe 
una  CAUSA  MAYOR  por  la  cual  la 
apelacion  no  se  inicia  en  el  termino 
de  los  catorce  dias,  puede  hacer lo 
treinta  dias  despues  de  ser  notificado.

RENT  CONTROL 

Information  which  should  be  useful 
to  landlords  and  tenants  alike  concerns 
the  new  Rent  Control  Ordinance  in 
Boston.     This  covers  rent  increases  and 
evictions  on  almost  all  rental  buildings. 
Some  exceptions  are:  owner-occupied 
buildings  of  three  or  fewer  families , 
any  building  of  two  or  fewer  families, 
housing  built  since  December  1,  1968, 
and  rent  regulated  by  the  State  or 
Federal  Governments.     If  you  are  not 
sure  of  the  status  of  your  building,  the 
first  step  would  be  to  see  whether  or 
not  it  does  fall  into  some  exempted 
category . 

For  most  buildings  in  Boston,  since 
December  28,  1970,  FOR  A  RENT  INCREASE 
TO  BE  LEGAL,  it  has  to  have  been 
announced  to  the  tenant  and  to  the  Boston 
Rent  Board,  thirty  days  in  advance,  on 
forms  approved  by  the  Rent  Board  which 
explain  how  to  appeal  the  increase. 
(a  tenant  who  has  received  an  illegal 
increase  should  file  for  rebate  with  the 
Board.     He  should  continue  to  pay  the 
illegal  rent  until  the  case  has  been 
settled,  however. ) 

The  tenant  should  submit  his  appeal 
of  an  excessive  rent  increase  within 
fourteen  days  of  receiving  the  notice. 
If  there  is  GOOD  REASON  for  the  delay, 
he  may  still  file  an  appeal  up  to  thirty 
days  after  he  has  been  notified.  If 
there  has  been  no  increase  but  if  the 
tenant  believes  that  his  rent  is  un- 
reasonably high  or  if  his  apartment  has 
gone  downhill  because  of  the  landlord's 
neglect  over  the  past  two  years ,  he  can 
file  a  petition  for  adjustment  with  the 
Rent  Board. 


Si  el  inquilino  no  ha  recibido  ainnento 
de  alquiler,  pero  considera  que  el 
alquiler  presente  es  muy  elevado,  o 
si  el  apartamiento  ha  ido  deterioran- 
dose  gradualmente  en  los  ultimos  dos 
afios  por  abandono  o  negligencia  de 
del  dueno,  se  puede  solicitar  de  la 
Junta  una  demanda  para  que  el 
alquiler  sea  ajustado  dehidamente . 

Cuando  se  solicita  una  apelacion 
con  la  Junta  de  Alquileres  de  Boston, 
el  propietario  debera  probar  en  un 
termino  de  siete  dias  que  el  alquiler 
que  el  cobra  es  razonable.     Si  la 
Junta  llega  a  la  conclusion  que  el 
alquiler  es  muy  alto,  o  las  con- 
diciones  muy  malas  o  si  el  dueno  no 
revela  su  estado  economico  el  aumento 
de  alquiler  sera  denegado  o  reducido. 

Es  ilegal  que  un  propietario 
deshaucie  a  un  inquilino  de  un 
edificio  que  esta  sujeto  a  control 
de  renta  por  haber  apelado  el 
aumento  de  alquiler,  o  por  haber 
expresado  quejas  sobre  el  edificio. 
Existen  muy  pocas  razones  de 
caracter  legal  por  las  cuales  el 
duerio  puede  deshauciar  a  un 
inquilino,  y  aun  asi  es  necesario 
obtener  un  certificado  de  deshaucio 
de  la  Junta  de  Alquileres  y  el 
inquilino  tiene  derecho  a  ser  oido 
por  esa  Junta  si  el  considera  que  el 
dueno  no  tiene  justif icacion  para 
efectuar  el  deshaucio. 

Los  propietarios  que  violen  las 
Ordenanzas  sobre  Control  de  Rentas 
estan  sujetos  a  multas  y  a  pagar 
danos  y  perjuicios  a  los  inquilinos. 


When  an  appeal  has  been  filed  with 
the  Boston  Rent  Board,  the  landlord  must 
open  his  books  within  seven  days  to  show 
that  the  rent  he  charges  is  reasonable. 
If  the  Board  finds  that  rents  are  too 
high,  or  conditions  bad,  or  if  the  land- 
lord does  not  submit  financial  information, 
the  rent  increase  may  be  denied,  or  rents 
may  be  reduced. 

It  is  illegal  for  a  landlord  to  evict 
a  tenant  in  a  building  subject  to  rent 
control  for  appealing  a  rent  increase,  or 
in  fact  for  making  any  kind  of  complaint 
concerning  his  building.     There  are  only 
a  few  legal  reasons  that  a  landlord  can 
use  to  evict  a  tenant,  and  even  then  he 
must  have  a  certificate  of  eviction  from 
the  Rent  Board,  and  the  tenant  has  a 
right  to  a  hearing  before  the  Board  if 
he  feels  the  landlord  is  not  justified 
in  evicting  him. 

Landlords  who  violate  the  Boston 
Rent  Control  Ordinance  are  subject  to 
criminal  penalties  and  payment  of 
damages  to  tenants. 


ALCANTARILLADOS 

El  Concejo  de  la  Ciudad  de  Boston 
ha  aprobado  un  bono  por  la  cantidad  de 
$5,000,000  para  la  construccion  de 
alcantarillados  en  el  South  End.

SEWERS 

The  City  Council  has  approved  a 
$5jOOO,000  bond  issue  for  sewers  in  the 
South  End.     This  will  pay  for  three 
contracts  (the  first  of  several  which 
will  be  needed  to  completely  overhaul 
the  100-year-old  sewer  system)  and  for 
a  new  pumping  station. 

New  sewers  will  be  built  according 
to  new  guidelines ,  which  call  for  the 
separation  of  storm  and  sanitary  sewers, 
so  that  eventually  there  should  be  an 
end  to  most  of  the  flooding  which  has 
troubled  the  area.

Not  included  in  this  plan  are  the 
many  private  severs  in  privately  owned 
alleys .    Many  people  are  not  aware  that 
they  own  their  sewers  and  are  quite 
shocked  to  discover  that  the  City  is 
not  going  to  repair  or  replace  them. 


NUEVA  SUCURSAL  DE  LA  BIBLIOTECA 

La  nueva  Rama  del  South  End  de  la 
Biblioteca  Publica  de  Boston  (en  las 
calles  West  Newton  y  Tremont )  abrio  sus 
puertas  al  publico  el  7  de  junio.  Este 
es  un  edificio  con  aire  acondicionado  y 
dispone  de  muchas  comodidades.  Aunque 
la  biblioteca  dispone  de  fondos  para 
la  construccion  de  una  Biblioteca  Multi- 
Lingiie  (la  actual  Biblioteca  Latina), 
seria  una  magnifica  idea  si  esta  fuese 
incluida  en  este  nuevo  edificio. 


NEW  LIBRARY  BRANCH 

The  new  South  End  Branch  of  the 
Boston  Public  Library  at  Tremont  and 
W.  Newton  Streets  opened  on  June  7th. 
This  is  an  air-conditioned  building 
with  many  facilities.     The  library 
also  has  money  for  a  storefront 
location  for  an  expanded  Multi-Lingual 
Library  (now  the  Biblioteca  Latina). 
It  has  been  suggested  that  it  be 
included  in  the  new  building. 


FUE  CERRA.DO  EL  CENTRO  DE  PLANIFICACION 
EDUCACIONAL 

El  Centre  de  Planeamiento  Educative  del 
Sistema  Escolar  de  Boston  ("Educational 
Planning  Center")  ha  sido  abolido  por  el 
Comite  Escolar.     fisto  representa  un  reves 
para  el  planeamiento  de  escuelas  en  la 
comunidad,  particularmente  en  el  South 
End,  donde  solamente  dos  escuelas  de  las 
cinco  que  se  hahian  anticipado  han 
sobrepasado  la  etapa  de  piano  esquematico. 
Las  posibilidades  de  que  las  otras  escuelas 
sean  construidas  segun  las  elevadas  normas 
educativas  que  existen  en  Boston  son 
minimas ,  a  menos  que  este  comite  se  re- 
establezca  de  nuevo .     Y  las  posibilidades 
de  que  las  comunidades  puedan  cbntinuar 
participando  en  un  programa  educacional 
en  la  ausencia  de  este  comite  son 
practicamente  cero. 


EDUCATIONAL  PLANNING  CENTER  CLOSED  DOWN 

The  Educational  Planning  Center  of 
the  Boston  School  System  has  been  abolished 
by  the  School  Committee.     This  represents 
a  major  set-back  for  community  planning 
of  schools ,  particularly  in  the  South 
End,  vhere  only  two  of  the  five  expected 
new  schools  have  passed  the  schematic 
design  stage.     There  is  little  chance 
that  the  others  will  be  built  according 
to  the  highest  level  of  educational 
thinking  now  current  in  Massachusetts 
unless  the  EPC  can  be  reestablished.
